A Model City. 

The believers in socialism are pleased 
that Gov. Flower of New York has signed 
the measure known as the ‘‘ Model City” 
bill. As we understand it this bill grants 
permission to certain persons to purchase 
territory in Niagara County, and build a 
city thereon, on the socialistic principles 
as outlined in Mr. Bellamy’s book entitled 
“Looking Backward.’ Everything is to 
be owned and controlled by the corpora- 
tion. All individuals in the city are to 
work for the corporation; all the products 
of labor and industry go to the general fund 
or treasury. All the dwellings are to be 
owned, lighted, heated and kept in repair 
by the city and paid for by the common 
fund. The people are to be credited with 
what they earn, and charged with checks 
for what they drawout. No money need 
be used, but everyone's account is kept at 
the central office. Labor is to be so classi- 
fied and adjusted that all are employed ac- 
cording to their talents and tastes, and all 
to earn their living, the surplus going into 
the cominon stock of the corporation. The 
city is to be built on sanitary principles with 
an eye to beauty and attractiveness, with 
schools, churches, libraries, art museums, 
lecture rooms, and social equality. This 
looks first rate on paper and in theory nor 
canany believer in the dignity of human 
nature say it is impossible, or even im- 
practicable. Yet not one in ten believe 
that the Niagara experiment will prove suc- 
cessful. The two flies in the socialistic pot 
of ointment are man’s inborn selfish- 
ness and laziness. These are potent 
enough to wreck any restored Eden on 
thisearth. The more you help mankind by 
corporate fraternalism, the less he will do 
for himself, the more you put into his care 
and keeping, that does not belong to bim, 
the more likely he is to steal, or embezzle 
it. Any form of socialism that lessens 
individual motive and responsibility will 
always prove a failure. Man started out 
under the necessity of earning his bread in 
the sweat of his brow, and that necessity 
has been the making of him, placing him 
where he is, and giving him what he has. 
The only thing socialism ever does for him 
is to give him bis equal rights, bis just share 
of what he earns, his properrecognition in 
the social and political compact. If he 
fails to do well then the blame is his and 
not society’s.— Norwood Review.

Always Growing. 


We copy the following notice of one of 
the most flourishing and successful busi- 
ness in this vicinity from the Dorchester | 
Beacon: 

The Putnam Nail Company's works are 
situated at the month of the Neponset 
river where it empties into Dorchester bay. 
Over across one sees at the left the extreme 
southern point of Harrison Square; in the 
centre, only a pistol shot from the Putnam 
Nail Company, Commercial Point and the 
old Boston Gas Company's works; and 
arourd to the right Savin Hill, the pump- 
ing station and South Boston. It is 
pretty view on a summer day, and especial- 
ly ona holiday, when the bay is dotted 
with sails. 

Of the buildings little need be said; the 
sketch gives a much better description than 
lies within the power of words. Sutflice it 
to say that the buildings are all of brick 
and all of the mostsubstantial kind. They 
are protected at every point, outside and in 
by facilities for quickly extinguishing a fire 
should one spring up. An artesian well 
furnishes water, and the company’s own 
plant furnishes gas for fuel. 

There are many of the younger black- 
smiths today who never saw a horseshoe} 
nail made by hand,—in fact, perhaps it 
would not be too much to say that few] 
young blacksmiths, especially city bred, 
ever saw such a nail. Thirty or thirty- 
five years ago, however, there was nothing 
else. A few cold-rolled and cut nails 
first made their appearance, but although 
cheap, did not find favor—nor deserve 
it—as the iron was apt to splinter while 
driving. They did not, of course, all splin- 
ter, for 10,000 might be driven without 
such an accident, and 10,000 more without 
the accident doing any damage. On the 
contrary, the first one driven might—and 
often did—splinter; the splinter might— 
and often did—enter the soft part of the 
animal's foot and cause lockjaw and death. 
Just enough of these accidents happened— 
for in the aggregate their name is legion— 
to make horse owners afraid of a machine- 
made nail. 

It took time and talk and work and 
proof to make horse owners believe that 
the Putnam nail was as good as a hand 
made nail. It would have taken a great 
deal of it—but not so much—if the market 
had not been “‘beared’’ by cut nails;

Putnam, and the first nail was put on the 
market about 1850. The original company 
was made a stock company in 1878. W. 
W. Whitmarsh is treasurer and mauaager 
and John Mears is secretary. In 1860, 
thirty-three tons of nails were put on the 
market during the entire year; the produc 
ing capacity is now twelve tons a day, with 
the works often driven to their utmost. 

About 425 people, half of them females, 
are employed.

steamer. Interchangeability—that is a 

crucial test of perfection. 

A hot forged, machine-made nail (there | 
is but one made in the world—the Putnam, | 
is better than a hot-forged, hand made nail, 
for the reason that while the process of 
forging is practically the same (steam in 
place of human muscles furnishing motive 
power) every nail is exactly like its fellow 
to the minutest detail. 

The process in brief is this: The best 
Swedish iron, made to order in rods of 
varying sizes and put up in coils, is run 
through a box or furnace heated by gas. 
It enters at one end cold; it emerges at 
exactly the right temperature for forging; 
this temperature can be gauged toa nicety) 
as both the speed at which the iron is 
drawn through and the flow of gas are un- 
der complete control. As the red hotiron 
emerges it is struck by four hammers, all of 
which move toward a common centre in 
exact time, Contrary to general opinion, 
the hammers do not touch, nor would the 
space left be exactly filled bya completed 
nail. The hammers strike each nail about 
sixty biows before it is cut off and drops in 
the pan beneath, and a machine will make 
from forty to sixty nails in a minute. 

The work is very severe on the ham- 
mers; a set will last but three or four hours 
without refacing; can be refaced but a few 
times without relaying, and wear out be- 
yond repairinthreeor four months. Some- 
thing over 1000 new or newiy faced ham-

thirty-five different kinds of nails are made. 
Only charcoal is used in smelting the ore, 
and the recent large use of charcoal-making 
wood is the manufacture of pulp, affected 
materially the cost of the wire. 

In the delicate tempering of tools and 
hammers, water from the company’s own 
inexhaustible spring is used, there being 
just enough salt in it to render it 
for such purposes. 


valuable 
The spring furnishes 
water for the entire plant, except that used 
for drinking. 

All the machinery used in the plant in 
the manufacture of the nails is made on 
the grounds. 

There are about 100 forges. 

The anvils for the great steam hammers 
in the blacksmith shop do not rest on solid 
foundations, but on several cords of hoop 
poles sunk ina pit. This gives a slight 
recoil which preserves the machinery. 

The wooden boxes are not stencilled, but 
the company’s name and other matter are 
printed on them. 

Eight large boilers furnish steam. Two 
250 horse power Corliss horizontal engines 
—running in unison and connected with 
one common driving wheel twenty feet in 
diameter—furnish power for the machinery. 
In connection with these engines are two 
condensers whose action gives an added 
power of fifteen pounds to the square inch. 
A Mackintosh—Seymour compound engine 
of 124 horse power furnishes power for the 
for artificial 
draught in the boilers and forges and in 
connection with the heating and ventilat- 
ing system—and forthe dynamos; for the 
entire works are lighted by electricity fur- 
nished by the company’s own plaht. 

Connected with the large engines is a 
peculiar machine for telling if, there is a 
loss of power. Ona strip of paper—run- 
ning over a roll and regulated by clock 
work—is a pencil connected with the 
engine; if everything runs evenly the 
pencil vibrates but slightly, the mark on 
the paper being therefore narrow; bat 
should a belt slip or anything else go 
wrong anywhere in the works the pencil 
leaves a broad, irregular mark, the steam

mers are used daily. 

From the forges the nails are taken to 
the “‘black’’ room, where they are rigid- 
ly scrutinized, one or two nails from sacks 
handful being carefully examined. They 
are “‘scaled”’ in revolving barrels filled, 
what room is left from the nails, with wa- 
ter; the latter offering resisting sufficient to 
protect the slender points of the nail from 
damage. They are dried and taken to the 
“*pointing’’ roora, where a machine, com- 
plicated and delicate, completes a needle- 
like-point. 

This completes the process. The nails 
have been examined at every stage; they 
have been examined by the girl who feeds 
them, one by one, point down, from a 
hopper into the pointing machine; but 


is shut off and immediate investigation 
ensues. 
The various buildings, having been

The plant of the company covers about 
ten acres; the floor area of the various 
buildings is about 160,000 square feet or 
something over three and one-half acres. 

The output of the company is more than 
the combined product of any other three 
companies in the world. 

The buildings in the winter are heated 
and ventilated by the Sturtevant system, 
great blowers sending a streem of hot air 
through the rooms, thus keeping up a con- 
stant circulation and change of air,

At the close of the exercises Dr. Everett 
said he could not let this his last public 
occasion go without a few words of farewell.

He then paid a glowing tribute to 
the founder of the school. 

He had tried to follow in the footsteps of 
Adams and to make the scholars realize 
what it was to be instructed here. He had 
now been called to another sphere and he 
hoped the people would not believe him a 
bad man. Dr. Everett then spoke of Prof. 
Tyleras one who had been associated with 
the schoul for 19 years and urged the people 
to stand by him and put their hands in 
their pockets and give a lot more money 
than you gave me. You should build that 
school up so that our younger neighbor 
should not crow over us. 

He will fill the gap and correct my blun- 
ders. Iask of him and of you that when 
better work than I have done is done, that 
my name will sometimes be remembered 
here, for as long as I live I shall love and 
fight for this place as I always have done.

A Nuisance. 


There is a nuisance in West Quincy that 
has been been an eyesore to the citizens of 
that ward for two years. It is the building 
on the corner of Copeland and Cross streets 
that was partially destroyed by fire. It is 
too far gone to repair and the only thing it 
is fit for is kindling wood. Of late the boys 
have taken possession of the building and 
it has become more of a nuisance since 
their advent, for they have covered the out- 
side with rudely constructed signs which 
reads ‘‘ Temperance drinks,’’ ‘Summer 
resort,” ‘*Wines and Liquors,” ‘ The 
young regulators are the boys,”’ and many 
more equally as bad, all of which form a 
striking contrast to the neat bulletin board 
on the front of the building upon which is 
painted the words “' M. E. church.” 

Not content with covering the outside 
with signs, the boys have pushed long poles 
through the roof from which are suspended 
large pieces of cloth with characters and 
letters painted upon them. One of these 
banners informs passers by that the house 
is called ‘‘ The New Vendome.” 

Parties inthe past have tried to buy the 
building to remove it, but have not suc- 
ceeded, and as all peaceful means have 
failed the proper authorities should see 
that it is torn down’as the Fourth of July 
is approaching and while peaceful citizens 
are sleeping quietly these same boys may 
take it into their heads to apply the torch 
and if there should be any wind at all there 
would be great danger of a conflagration, 
as Smith's new block is quite near. 

Itis said that the Chief Engineer has 
power if he considers the building unsafe 
to order it torn down, and as it is certainly 
dangerous itis hoped that Chief Ripley 
will look up the law on that point, and if 
he has the power see to it that the 
nuisance is removed.

Electric Heating. 


In an interesting periodical published at 
Washington, with title of Reports from 
the Consuls of the United States, we find 
the following interesting article by Consul- 
General Mason, at Frankfort, describing a 
discovery in the application of electricity 
which promises to create a revolution in 
electric heating 

A discovery so 


original and so wide 

in its practical application that it is be- 
lieved to open a rew and important chap- 
ter in the use of electricity for heating 
purposes. The invention is the joint 
achievement of two Belgian  scientists— 
Messrs. Lagrange and Hoho—who a few 
days ago applied to the imperial German 
patent office for patents on a new method 
of heating, melting, and refining metals by 
means of electrical beat. 
designated in their claim, were so simple 
and the results as therein described so in- 
credible that the patent-examiners de- 
manded that before issuing the patent a 
practical demonstration of the process 
should be made in their presence. 

The matter was referred to an eminent 
and disinterested electrical expert at Berlin, 
who made the first essays in bis private 
laboratory and was so delighted with the 
result tbat he asked by telegraph permission 
of the inventors to repeat the demonstra- 
tions before the Electro-Technical Society 
atthe German capital. Permission was 
readily granted, and the experiments were 
performed before a group of expert e!ectric- 
ians with brilliant From the 
account given by one of the experts who 
was present at these demonstrations and 
from various other sources the following 
report of the new process has been derived. 

The apparatus consists of a glass or 
porcelain vase, which may be of any size 
conveniently adapted to the purpose, pro- 
vided with a lining of lead connected with 
a strong conductor of positive electricity. 
The vase is filled to three-fourths its 
capacity with acidified water. A pair of 
iron tongs with insulate handles is attached 
by a flexible conductor to the negative pole 
of an electrical current generated by an or- 
dinary dynamo. With this simple and in- 
expensive equipment the following phenom- 
enon is produced. 

The current having been 
switched on, a bar of wrought iron or other 
metal is taken up with the tongs and 
plunged into the water within the vase. 
Immediately the water begins to boil at the 
point of contact; the immersed portion of 
the iron rises quickly to a red, then to a 
white, heat, and emits a stream of brilliant 
white light. Ina few moments the heat 
becomes so intense that the iron melts and 
falls in bubbles and sparks, leaving a clear, 
glowing surface in perfect condition for 
welding. The heating process has been so 
rapid that neither the water nor the end of 
the bar held within the tongs bave been 
more than slightly warmed, and the current 
being switched off, the bar, with its sub- 
merged end glowing, may be readily held 
in the naked hand. If, instead of a bar of 
metal, a stick of carbon is used, the heat in 
a few minutes produces detached fragments 
of amorphous carbon, which 
scientifically that a temperature of 
degrees has been developed. 

The rapidity of the heating and the limit 
of temperature to be reached are easily and 
accurately governed by the strength of the 
current employed, so that the whole process 
is under the absolute control of the operator. 
During the recent experiments at Berlin 
the measuring instruments registered a 
tension of 120 volts and an energy of 220 
amperes. It was estimated that fully 50 
per cent, of the current was directly utilized 
as heat, whereas the practical limit of such 
utility has not hitherto exceeded 20 per 
cent. It is stated by the inventors that by 
employing a still stronger current a tem- 
perature of 8,000 degrees Celsius has been 
developed, The mechanical importance of 
this fact will be apparent when it is re- 
membered that this is a degree of heat 
nearly three times greater than that re- 
quired to extract iron from the ores, the 
most refractory of which fuse at about 
7,200 degrees,

Divested of all merely technical phrase- 
ology and reduced to its simplest terms, 
the process under consideration may be 
explained One of the well- 
know effects of electricity is to separate 
compound fluid bodies through which it 
passes into their primitive elements. The 
current, passing through the tongs and me- 
tallic bar into the water, decomposes the 
latter into its two gasoaus elemenits—oxygen 
and hydrogen. The oxygen is attracted and 
gathered on the relatively large surface of 
the lead lining and produces no noticeable 
effect. The hydrogen, on the other hand, 
gathers around the immersed portion of 
the bar; and, as this has a comparatively 
limited surface area, it is immediately sur- 
rounded with a close envelope or jacket of 
hydrogen, which, being a bad conductor of 
electricity, creates a powerful resistance to 


as follows: 


the passage of the currept and thus de- 
velops the heat which causes the bar to 
glow and melt. It is merely an applica- 
tion of the well-known law that friction or 
resistance to the passage of an electrical 
current causes heat, and the apparent par- 
adox of a piece of cold metal plunged into 
cold water rising rapidly to a melting glow 
is simply and clearly explained as the in- 
candescence of a platinum coil in a vacuum 
bulb. 


The Libby | Prison War Museum. 

Of the many attractions outside of the 
World's Fair in Chicago, there are but few 
in which there is so much interest centered 
as there is in the Libby Prison WarMuseum. 
In 1889 this celebrated prison was removed 
from Richmond to Chicago and converted 
into a War Museum. The project was 
undertaken by a syndicate of the best 
known business men of the city whose en- 
terprise was conceived in a commercial 
spirit, but had attained a ational reputa- 
tion. A project such as this was never be- 
fore heard of. To move a brick and stone 
building the size of Libby more than a 
thousand miles, across rivers and mountains 
wasan enterprise that many of the best 
known contractors in the West refused to 
undertake at any price. But the move 
was made with success. Then the famous 
old structure was filled with war material 
that represent the work of a lifetime and 
the expenditure of half a million of dollars. 
The great collection is conceded to be 
second to none in the country and includes 
much of the most valuable material that 
the greatest civil war the world has ever 
known has left to posterity. The collection 
includes thousands and thousands of relics 
of every description, many of which form 
important links in the history of the Nation, 
The old building itself is fraught with in- 
teresting memories and the story of the 
celebrated tunnel escape of Feb. 9, 1864, 
never fails to interest the visitors. One 
hundred and nine Union officers made their 
escape through that tunnel, which formed 
one of the most thrilling events in the his- 
| tory of the war.

Forefathers ih the Presidents. 

The recent congress of the Scotch-Lrish 
calls attention to the immense value of the 
element in the development of our country, 
and to the fact that it has furnished four 
Presidents—Jackson, Polk, Buchanan and 
Arthur, It is interesting to recall the racial 
lineage of all the Presidents. 

George Washington was of purest English 
stock, his father’s family dating back in 
England to the 13th century. His mother 
was likewise of pure English stock. Both 
came from an agricultural ancestry. 

John Adams was likewise of pure English 
blood, but his forebears were generally 
mechanics, merchants, ministers and smal! 
farmers, 

Thomas Jefferson came of pure Englis! 
stock, his paternal ancestors being Englis 
farmers. His mother was a Randolph— 
also pure English. 

James Madison’s father was of pure Eng- 
lish blood, and his mother, Elizabeth 
Conway, also of English blood, with an ad- 
mixture of Irish. 

James Monroe was of English blood, his 
grandfather having been a captain in 
Charles I's army. 

John Quincy Adams was pure English, 
his mother’s name being Abigail Smith. 

Andrew Jackson was Scotch-Irish on 
both sides. His father was a farmer, and 
his mother, Elizabeth Hutchinson, belonged 
to a family of weavers. 

Martin Van Buren was of pure Dutch 
blood. His grandparents on both sides 
were farmers, and his mother was a Miss 
Hoes. 

William Henry Harrison was English as 
far back as the family could be traced. His 
mother was a Randolph. 

John Tyler traced his lineage back to 
Wat Tyler, the great English rebel of the 
14th century. 

James Polk was Scotch-Irish on both 
sides, his mother having been a Knox. 

Zachary Taylor was English to the core. 

Millard Fillmore was of pure English 
blood, 

Franklin Pierce was of English blood. 

James Buchanan's father was a Scotcb- 
Irishman, and his mother the daughter of 
a farmer of Adams County, Pa. 

Abraham Lincoln came of pure English 
stock on both sides. His 
Nancy Hanks. 

Andrew Johnson's parents were probably

| streets all night exploding fire crackers and 
blowing horns, while others are not content

|ing and unhang gates. The streets were 
full of both these elements Monday night, 
}and by the noise made itis very evident

| wish gratified. 

During the evening about the Square the 
|} sidewalks were full of people, but all 
| seemed orderly and there was not much 
call for police protection. Sothe evening 
drew on; many sought their beds for rest, 
but not for sleep, for those who lived any- 
where near the main streets were prevented 
from doing this by the racket. 

After midnight the ‘fun’? commenced 
and there were numerous bonfires, There 
was also other fires reported elsewhere, but 
taken as a whole, the amount of mischief 
| committed was small when compared with 
| years past.

At Wollaston the “‘ night before the 4th” 


was a rather quiet one, the boys 
were all out armed with tin horns, 
| 

cannon crackers, roman candles and 


other things which made sleep impossible 
from midnight to sunrise. It was a good 
| natured crowd and but a very few acts of 
vandalism have been reported. 

The old toboggan slide on Third Hill 
eame in for a share of their attention and 
}at half past one o'clock it was set on fire. 
For upwards of half an hour, Wollaston 
was brilliantly illuminated, but, as the old 
structure was valueless noalarm was turned 
|in. There was also another fire early in 
| the morning at Rufe’s Hummock, Wollas- 
|ton, which gave the residents of that 
pleasant resort quite a scare. Some van- 
|dals had touched off Captain Merrill's 
old beach house. This building was the 
| first schoolhouse erected at Wollaston. It 
was built in 1869 and first used as an office 
| by the Wollaston Land Co. ; 
| The Owl club kept open house at Al. 
Williams’, 

Foreman Merrill and Driver Nicholson 
of Hose 2 had everything in readiness for 
fires. A tapper had been placed in the 
hose house and Driver Nicholson stabled 
his horse there. 

Officer Hanson was assisted io preserving 
| the peace by officer Seelye. 


The Fourth. 


The Fourth was quiet in this city as far 
| as a public celebration, but it was an ideal 
holiday, both as to the weather and in at- 
tractions, There were sports of ali kinds, 
bicycle races, tennis tournament, trap 
shooting, yacht races, base ball, picnics, 
etc., which are reported at length below. 

As usual, flags were displayed on City 
Hall, the school buildings and elsewhere, 
}and the bells were ruog at sunrise, noon 
and sunset, accompanied by the usual din 
| of guns, fire crackers and horns.

The Merry Mount Tennis Club gave a 
tournament for mixed doubles at its courts 
on Safford street, Wollaston, on the Fourth, 
which was won by Miss Sherman and Mr.

In the evening the grounds presented a

members and their guests were served witb 
a light lunch.

Corruption in a High Official. 


Gov. Altgeld’s action in pardoning the 
anarchists is meeting with condemnation 
by the press generally. He is a foreigner 
by birth and his previous actions have not 
been very creditable to him. 


The Norwood Review says, ‘*‘ Governor 
Altgeld of Illinois has issued pardons to 
three noted anarchists in prison for par- 
ticipating in the Chicago riot three years 
ago, whereby a number of lives were Jost. 
It was a pre-arranged murderous riot 
growing out of wicked depraved principles. 
The leaders were tried for murder and con- 
spiracy, had a fair trial and were con- 
demned, two of their number executed, and 
five, who were equally deserving of the 
extreme penalty of the law, were sentenced 
to prison. Their release by the represen- 
tative of any party bears upon its face the 
omen of danger. Mr. Aligeld is an un- 
safe man to hold office. His act is un- 
patriotic, un-American and corrupt. No 
good citizen of any party ever really ap- 
proves of such infamous use of power.” 


An anarchist for governor and another 
of the same sort for mayor of Chicago, is 
the load Illinois is staggering under.—Mil- 
ford Journal. 


Goy. Altgeld has pardoned three of the 
anarchists who participated in the bloody 
Haymarket riot in Chicago on the night of 
May 4, 1886. It took 17,000 words for Gov. 
Altgeld to give his reasons for the pardon- 
ing, but it will take ten times 17,000 words 
to give reasons that will reconcile the in- 
dignant citizens of Illinois to such an 
abuse of executive authority. — Malden 
Free Press. 


Hanging a governor in effigy is not a 
polite thing to do, but when the people of 
Illinois towns recognize Anarchist Altgeld 
in that way there is much to be said in ex- 
tenuation of their discourtesy. — Boston 
Journal. 

It is not revenge that is wanted; it is 
example and warning and prevention; and 
it is because Gov. Altgeld goes out of his 
way to repudiate these very sentiments, 
that his act should be condemned.—Boston 
Commonwealth. 


Let the Wires Alone. 


The Somerville Journal gives its readers 
good advice, which we think the readers of 
the Parrior will do well to follow: 

The necessity of absolutely letting alone 
any hanging wire, and of parents instruct- 
ing their children accordingly, was em- 
phasized last week Friday evening, when 
a gentleman at Winter Hill found some 
boys playing with a live electric light 
wire. The shock which they received, even 
by touching the insulating cover with a 
tooth-pick, was a heavy one, and had they 
grasped it with the naked hand, the re- 
sult would have been serious. 

So great was the danger, that when the 
gentleman referred to, telephoned to the 
electric light company two men were de- 
spatched with all haste to guard the wire 
and remained on the spot till the break 
was repaired. 

Such breaks, even with the greatest care 
on the part of the light, telephone, or 
other companies, are likely to occur at 
any time, and particularly during heavy 
storms, Falling wires of every kind are 
apt tocomein contact with more power- 
fully charged wires, and the danger of 
touching any dangling line is apparent. In 
the present case the boys were too young 
to appreciate the danger, and thought 
they were having a little innocent fun. 
Matters like this, however, should be ex- 
plained to the children at home, and in 
school as well, and the older people also 
should take them to heart. 


Turkish Houses. 


The houses in Constantinople are com- 
monly of wood. The best of them, of am- 
ple dimensions, gayly painted, are pleasing 
to the eye, and all of them, however poor, 
are, from their form, invariably 
picturesque. Even the most splendid of 
the palaces of the Sultan is of the same de- 
structible material. 

The preference is given to wood by the 
Turks, uot on account of economy, but 
from the persuasion that it is more whole- 
some than stone, and also,it is said, from a 
feeling of humility; it being considered by 
them presumptuous to dwell in buildings 
like their mosques, made, as it were, for 
eternity, and keeping no measure with the 
frailty of the occupants. 

The idea of the unwholesomeness of 
stone buildings is not perhaps without 
foundation in such a climate. 

The stone houses at Galata, built by the 
Genoese, with walls of extraordinary thick- 
ness are of bad repute. [Unless the rooms are 
kept warm in wiater, they must be damp 
in the spring and early summer, so long as 
the walls are cold on the occurrence of a 
southerly wind, they will act as refrigera- 
tors and occasion a precipitation of mois- 
ture from the humid warm air. 

The thin walls of wood, on the contrary, 
conform more to the temperature of the 
atmosphere. None of the sitting-rooms of 
the houses have fixed fireplaces or chim- 
neys; they are heated in winter chiefly by 
a charcoal fire contained in the open man- 
gal. The mode of warming the rooms is 
also suitable to the manner in which they 
are constructed, 

The crevices in the wooden work alluw 
of a certain admixture of common air and 
escape of carbonic acid gas sufficient to 
prevent any dangerous accumulation of the 
gas, so that the rooms are easily warmed 
and kept warm and dry without risk of life. 

Were the doors and windows of a Turk- 
ish room suddenly made air-tight, and the 
fissures in the woodwork closed, there be- 
ing no chimneys to give vent to the fixed 
air, half the population of Constantinople 
might be suffocated any winter night be- 
tween the hours of sunset and sunrise.

Fire Department Investigation 
A majority of the Committee on Fire 
Department reported at length on their 
investigation, Councilman Grindell dis- 
senting. 


Summing up the investigation of the 


Wollaston fire of April 15, the report 
says: 
Your committee find, that, in their 


opinion, the driver of the horse, Mr. Nick- 
erson, was careless and negligent in not 
reporting his intended absence from the 
city on the night in question; that Captain 
Thomas showed a lack of judgment in net 
getting the horse from the stable; that 
Assistant Engineer King was negligent 
and failed todo his duty in not making 
some attempt to find out where Hose 2 was 
and get it to the fire; that the Chief En- 
gineer was negligent and showed a lack of 
good judgment in not ordering Captain 
‘Thomas to bring his apparatus to the fire 
as soon as he was informed of its absence, 

In conclusion, your committee desire to 
say that Sec. 2 of the ordinances governing 
the fire department provides that the chief 
engineer shall be responsible for the dis- 
cipline, good order, and proper conduct of 
officers and men of the department, and 
for the good condition of houses, engines 
and all apparatus used in the fire depart- 
ment. He has sole power to remove or 
suspend members, and full control over 
houses, engines, apparatus, and all property 
appertaining to the fire department. Where 
such full and complete control and un- 
limited authority is given to any one man, 
it is essential that he should be a man 
efficient in every respect to guard the 
property of the city and its citizens, from 
destruction by fire. Heshould be a man 
capable of enforcing good discipline among 
the men under his control and should 
the example to his men by conforming to 
the ordinances, rules and regulations pré 
scribed for the fire department. 

Your committee made a lengthy examina- 
tion of the qualifications and experience of 
the present Chief Engineer, and found that 
his former experience consisted of two 
years service, when a boy, upon one of the 
hand engines formerly used in the town of 
Quincy, and that that term of service ex- 
pired in 1868. It appears that his next

“The country is looking to the extra 
session of Congress to do something to ease 
the money market and start up the languid 
wheels of business. If Congress has power 
tw do anything in that line it ought to do it 
as a body of representatives of the Ameri- 
can people. If Congress should come to- 
gether as so many sensible, patriotic men, 
whose business is to make good laws for 
the relief of the country, and not as a gath- 
ering of fighting, selfish partisans more 
zealous for party than for the nation as a 
whole, some hope might be entertained of 
relief from our present difficulties. What 
Congress can do, is somewhat problemati- 
cal. The repeal of the Sherman law would 
be a relief to the financial situation ; but 
that alone would not restore confidence 
to the parties dependent upon the protec- 
tive tariff for their industrial activity. The 
uncertainty of what kind of legislation will 
be enacted is what paralyzes business. In- 
stead of pushing out in longer and broader 
lines, everything is shortening in. The 
exact policy and legislation of Congress 
cannot be foreshadowed. But until these 
are known, there will be caution and cur- 
tailment, rather than confidence and boom. 

All needed and paying business will go 
on, but many kinds will be quiet and many 
men will be idle. It is fair to assume that 
the party in power would be glad to see all 
forms of business in a state of prosperity. 
| It is for its interest to have it so, but 
| whether it has the ability to make it so, 
with principles which all point the other 
way, is the political problem it has on its 
hands ta solve.”

Councilman Anderson thought the Coun- 
cil recognized the necessity of the abolish- 
ment, but wished to hear suggestions as to 
how.

An engineer of the railroad was present 
to represent the corporation, but thought 
the views of the petitioners should first be 
heard. The railroad had done nothing 
more than to prepare a profile of its road 
between Quincy and Quincy Adams. He 
had expected some plan would be presented, 
on some of the four schemes suggested. 
To raise the tracks and bridge the street 
seemed impracticable as it woultl cause a 
grade crossing at School street. 

Dr. Faxon hoped if grades were to 
be separated it would be by some compre- 
hensive plan which would take all other 
crossings into consideration.

To the studied attempt 
to make it as notorious as possible. Such a 
report will do more to cause a want of 
discipline in the department than anything 
else. Why was it necessary to bring it 
through all this machinery? What does 
it mean? How stern was the necessity 
which prompted the investigation? The 
statements may be truths but possible dis- 
torted. Admitting they are truths would it 
not have been more straight forward to 
have corrected them in the proper channel, 
than in such a report. 

A motion to postpone further consid- 
eration until the first meeting in August 
(the 7th) prevailed.

The Water Hearing. 


(Continued from Fourth page.] 

The hearings before the commissioners 
on the water question was continued 
Wednesday the testimony submitted being 
as follows: 

Percy M. Blake 


Of Hyde Park, had been a civil engineer 
since 1874. Had investigated the Quincy 
water works in 1890. His estimate of du- 
plicating the works as they were when com- 
pleted under McClellan contract was 
$159,134.41. The value of pipes and ser- 
vice pipe added since then was $59,524.26. 
The cost of dam and reservoir exclusive of 
land was $68,339.52. To reconstruct the 
entire plant as it was in 1892 exclusive of 
land damages was $274,323.11. In detail 
the cost of reconstruction under the Mc- 
Clellan contract was; piping and laying 
$126,436.28; pumping station and ma- 
chinery $32,200; well and filter gallery, 
$6,000; stand pipe, $9,000; value of land 
$5,800; for service pipes $3,700; engineer- 
ing, etc., $8,000; total $191,136.20; de- 
ducting filter gallery and depreciation leaves 
$159,134.40. 

The cost of pipeing laid since 1884, includ- 
ing second well and conduit line was 
$69,700.28. From this deduct cost of 
abandoned well and depreciation leaves 
$59,524.22. Totbis add the original cost, 
and $68,529.52 as the cost of the drain 
which gives the present cost 


To Reproduce $287,198.19. 


Found piping to be open to much doubt 
co be practical for engineers to use; found 
much of the pipe in Quincy insufficient 
for fire service; found Wollaston, West 
Quincy, and Quincy Point not sufficiently 
protected from fire; was not a hydrant in 
Quincy fed from 4-inch pipe where it was 
possible to throw two fire streams 60 
feet; the conduit pipe limits the capacity 
of the supply of water and is too small; 
would recommend a main of 30 inches in 
diameter; the draft chimney at Pumping 
station is too small; the pumps are com- 
mon affairs; the foundations of boilers are 
such that if a new boiler should be added 
the whole would have to be reconstructed; 
the well now used is liable to collapse 
atany time; he had examined the stand 
pipe by careful measurements and found 
it had not been constructed according to 
contract; had found a leak in bottom; 
foundation was liable to go to pieces at 
anytime; it presented a very serious con- 
dition of affairs; the dam appeared to be 
a good one and well constructed; the res- 
ervoir was an average one of that class 
but needs some improvements; should a 
break occur in the conduit pipe serious 
results might follow from the 
Insufficient Storage Capacity. 

Cross EXAMINED. Was first retained by 
Quincy in 1890 to prepare plan for indepeu- 
dent supply. Witness was rigidly exam- 
ined in regard to his testimony offered at 
the Legislative hearing in regard to the 
quality of the pipe used by the Quincy 
compapy; also as to his estimate of cost 
to reproduce the plant. Witness was also 
questioned at length as to what examina- 
tion he had made of the pipes. Outside of 
that used at Quincy, he did not personally 
know who made the pipe of this kind that 
he had examined; the occasion at Wollas- 
ton when there was a failure to throw a 
stream to the ridgepole of a house was 
where an old lady was out with a lawn 
hose; made examination of stand pipe in 
April 1893; made measurements from the 
outside; saw that joints were not corked 
by looking in at the top of the pipe; Town 
brook below the dam had been condemned 
by the State Board of Health; would not 
swear that leak in standpipe did not come 
from a bad connection, but did not believe 
that it did. 

Herbert Shedd 

Recalled, said the $50,000 included changes 
he deemed necessary; for fire protection 
the changes he gave at Tuesday's hear- 
ing were necessary; this would give two 
streams in the outlying districts; by 
changes four streams would be available 
from Squantum street?to Neponset bridge; 
at Wollaston eight streams could be used 
in the thickly settled portions; at West 
Quincy four streams in southerly and eight 
in the northerly; in South Quincy and the 
Centre elght streams, and four streams at 
Quincy Point; there are many places now 
where only one stream can be obtained; 
did not think a reservoir would be of much 
use between reservoir and dam, but one 
above present reservoir might be well; a 
fair estimate of the storage capacity avail- 
able was 165,000,000 gallons, 

Cross Examinep. The $311,518 is 
what might be paid to owners as proper 
compensation for the transfer; his scheme 
involved the removal of about 20,000 feet 
of 4 inch pipe and all the 2 inch pipe; the 
object was to give proper fire service to the 
hydrants as well as to extend the works. 
The $50,000 includes cleaning the reservoir 
and drainage area; did not remember the 
number of yards he would take out, but 
had allowed $30,000 for reservoir and 
banks and $20,000 to get rid of the piggeries 
and cleaning the land. 

Reprrecr. Was not very familiar with 
the calamine pipe but regarded it asa 
suspicious pipe; if the coating could be 
assured it would be all right; think coating 
is liable to disappear; it is not a pipe 
generally used. 

Cross Examinep. In taking value, 
witness took all the water available under 
the supposition that it was all sold. Wit- 
ness was cross-examined at length upon 
testimony given at other hearings as to 
method of arriving at values which ap- 
parently differed from that used in the 
present case. Knew of no process of 
coating wrought iron so that it will be 
as good as cast iron; one of the specimens 
brought in here shows tubercles on the 
inside; the area was from one-half to 1 
inch in diameter; in the 4-inch sample 
pipe there were three or four spots. 

Percy M. Blake 
Recalled, read report of State Board of 
Health, made Nov. 15, 1889, condemning 
that part of Town brook between the dam 
and pumping station. 

This closed the testimony for the city 
and the Water Company commenced its 
Rebuttal 

the first witness being 
Charles A. Allen. 

He had made examination of road way. 

There was no doubt about its capacity. 
Samuel M, Gray. 

Had examined road way as to its capacity 
to discharge. He estimated it capable of 
discharging 185 cubic feet per second. It 
was ample without apy question. 

Frank E. Hall. 

Was at the stand pipe with Eng. Blake 
when there was a break; it was repaired 
within a few days by calking the joint con- 
necting the supply pipe with the stand pipe; 
the dead fishes first seen by him was June5; 
six pails full was reported as being taken 
out by the man employed there; never saw 
anything of the kind before; saw samples 
of water taken June7; State Board of 
Health send a monthly report of analysis 
of water; these reports were not admitted 
as evidence. 

Cross EXAMINED. Attention wascalled 
to fish in the reservoir about the 1st or 2d 
of June. They were taking them out for 
three or four days; did not know what 
caused the fish to die; the only occa- 
sion when he had seen dead fish was some 
time when there was a high wind, they had 
been washed over the banks; had informed 
Mr. Whitman about the fish; do not think 
he asked me first about it; Mr. Blake dis- 
covered the leak at stand pipe; not able to 
tell how long it had existed. 

Mr, Hayden 
The next witness lives at Allston: knew 
McClellan in 1883 at United States Hotel; 
was there four or five years; he had an 
office in the basement. 
Edward B. Locke 


Clerk at the United States hotel was called, 
but as he was not at the hotel at the time 
Mr. McClellan was, his testimony was nat 
allowed,

A BeEautiruL MoNUMENT. Col. 
Robert G. Shaw, who commanded the first 
colored regiment to leave Boston for the 
front during the Civil War, is soon to be 
honored by Boston. A magnificent monu- 
ment will be erected to his memory on 
Boston Common, It will be the hand- 
somest monument in Boston, and will cost 
more money than apy statue or other 
memorial ever erected within the city 
limits to a single individual. In a few 
days the ground will be broken for the 
base and pedestal, which will be located 
directly opposite the State House, on the 
space lying between Beacon street mall and 
the iron fence. This iron fence, by the 
way, is to be removed and replaced by a 
costly granite terrace. 

Pension Cur. The Pension Bureau 
bas notified a great many pensioners 
throughout the country whoare drawing 
pensions under the actof June 27, 1800, 
known as the Dependent Pension act, that 
payment of their pensions will be suspended 
for 60 days, during which time they are 
required to showcause why they should 
contiuue to diaw pensions. Thetestimony 
necessary to prevent their being dropped 
from the rolls is the certificate of a reput- 
able physician, attested by two witnesses, 
to the effect that the pensioner is precluded 
from active labor owing to injuries or dis- 
ability not the result of his own vicious 
habits. In case no attention is paid to 
the Department notification within sixty 
days, the pensioner will be dropped from 
the rolls. The Board of Review appointed 
to carry into effect that decision is now 
going over allof the cases of June 27, 18% 
probably 100,000 in number.

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Struck by Lighning. 


Just as many were congratulating them- 
selves Tuesday that they were going to 
escape a severe thunder shower, there came 
2 sharp crash at 7.10 which caused consid- 
erable freight in the vicinity of Faxon hall 
and the rain began to come down in tor- 
rents.

Bridge of Agate. 


A mining expert sent to investigate some 
Arizona properties for Denver capitalists 
recently returned and reports the finding 
of a most remarkable natural bridge, 
formed by a tree of agatized wood, span- 
| ving a canyon forty-five feet in width. 

The tree had at some remote time fallev, 
when it became imbedded in the silt of 
some great inland sea or wighty water 
| overflow. The silt in time became sand- 
|slone, and the wood gradually passed 
| through the stages of mineralization until 
it is now a wonderful tree of solid agate, 
| lu after years water washed and ate away 
| the sandstone until a canyon forty-five feet 
| in width has been formed, the flinty like 


sisted the erosion of the watertlow. 

Folly fifty feet of the tree rests on one 
side, and can be traced, but how far its 
other end lies buried in the sandstone can- 
not be determined without blasting away 
the rock. 

The trunk visible above the canyon 
varies in size from four feet to three feet in 
diameter.

Put intoastone pot a quantity of rasp- 


berries and mash them thoroughly, Add 
te the pulp cider-vinegar enough to cover it 
well. Let it standin the sun all day and 
over night in a coo) cellar. Stir frequently 
daring this time; then strain the juice, re- 
place itin the jar, and put in the same 


quantity of fresh berries as at the first. 
Treat them in the same way asat first, by 
standing in the sun by day and in the cel- 
lar over night. Strain this, and add to 
each quart of juice one pint of water; 
mix the water and juice thoroughly aad 
strain; then for every three pints of this 
liquid add five pounds of best white sugar. 
Place this overa fire and stir until the 
sugar is all dissolved; then heat slowly to 
the boiling point, skimming carefully all the 
time. As soon as it is fairly boiling, take 
from the fire and strain again, bottle while 
hot, and cover the corks with sealing-wax.

method for learning the routes on which 
post offices are located. Take, for exam- 
ple, the state of Pennsylvania, in which 
there are over 5000 offices, The prospective 
mail distributer buys a quantity of blank 
cards, about the size of an ordinary visit- 
ing card, and on each of these he writes 
the name of an office. On the back of the 
card he writes the name of the route by 
which the office is served with its mail, 
Taking in hand a pack of these cards, say 
from 50 to 100, he goes over them one after 
another studiously, looking at the back 
each time and getting the name and route 
clearly associated in his mind. 

The second time he goes through the 
pack he finds that he knows the half of the 
routes by reading the name of the office.

Funeral of Charles 


In Milton there was laid at rest last 
week Friday a good old man, one who 
had nearly reached the century milestone, 
but who retained to the last all his facul- 
ties and was respected by the people 
generally. 

Charles Breck was a wonderful old man, 
and was proud of the fact that he was the 
oldest living Mason, and the fraternity 
turned out in large numbers to pay their 
last respects. 

Prayer was offered at 2 Pr. M., in the 
presence of the relatives at his late 
residence, at the the junction of Canton 
avenue and Centre street, by Rev. D. M. 
Wilson of Quincy, chaplain of Rural lodge. 

The bocy was then taken to the First 
Congregational church where were assem- 
bled a large number of friends, seemingly 
including all the old people of the town, 
and also the town officials and business 
associates, and 200 or more Masons, repre- 
senting the Grand Lodge, Old Colony 
commandery of Abington, St. Andrews 
chapter, Union lodge of Dorchester, Rural 


Milton. There was also a delegation from 
Neponset lodge of Odd Fellows, of which 
Mr. Breck was a charter member. 

The Forty-fifth Regiment association was 
also represented. 

Among well known Quincy people pres- 
ent were: Charles Francis Adams, George 
L. Gill, Charles A. Howland, Edwin W. 
Marsh, Charles H. Porter, W. G. Prescott 
and others. 

The pall bearers were Joseph Holmes, 
the Town Treasurer, Capt. E. D. Wad- 
sworth, T. F. Temple of the Dorchester 
Fire Insurance company, and C. A. How- 
land of the Quincy Mutual Fire Insurance 
company.

The plain black broadcloth casket bore 
the silver plate with the simple inscription 
of name, birth and death, and two wreaths 
of English ivy with white and purple 
flowers interwoven and acluster of leaves 
of the rubber tree.

Heavy Showers. 


It was a heavy shower that passed over 
this city Saturday evening, and for three 
hours the sky was lit up with sharp flashes 
of lightning, and there was plenty of thun- 
der. As these two came nearer together 
many a faint-hearted one shook with fear. 

During the heaviest of the storm a bolt 
entered an old building situated back of the 
residence of John R. Graham and used as 
a stable for cows. One of the cows was 
struck, having a piece of flesh torn from 
her side, but she was got out of the build- 
ing, which the lightning had fired. 

Parties who saw the fire ran to give the 
alarm, one party to Box 75 and another to 
Box 71, and a few minutes later a third 
party had pulled Box 34. The whistle on 
the electric light station had been cut out 
by the storm and no sound came from that. 
At the central fire station the alarm came 
in first as Box 62, was shown on the indi- 


*| cator, and the department tore down Han- 


cock street toward Atlantic. When they 
had reached Butler’s brook they saw the 
fire back of them and realized that some- 
thing was wrong, and back they turned and 
started for Washington street, Engineer 
Packard leading the way. 

When the department arrived a line was 
run from the corner of Washington and 
Sumner street, and water was thrown on 
the burning barn. There was but little 
force to the stream and the line was cut 
and let into two streams one of which was 
taken each side of the building. The work 
of these two streams soon began to tell on 
the burning building, and when the Point 
Hose arrived a line was laid for the steamer 
and the fire was extinguished, having been 
confined to the main part of the building. 

The Quincy Point Hose was drawn to 
the fire by hand, as no horse could be had. 
There was considerable talk on the part of 
the bystanders at the failure of Box 71 to 
work and of the lateness of the central 
station apparatus in arriving, but as the 
firemen got the alarm from Box 62 they 
cannot be blamed. 

Something like thirty-five miles in the 
tire alarm circuit is too much, and if any- 
thing happens to it, as is very liable at any 
heavy storm, the whole circuit is out and 
the city without proper protection. When 
the new circuit repeater, which is being 
put in, is completed, this will be done away 
with for if one circuit is cut the next 
nearest box will be on another circuit which 
will save all this trouble. Then again with 
the new repeater, while one box is working 
is will be impossible to pull another and 
have it work. The pulling of two boxes 
about the same time Saturday night was 

foubtless the cause of the wrong box being 
struck at the central station. 

In the matter of the horse for Hose Two, 
there seems to be a difficulty of providing 
one that is handy to the engine house. 
Councilman Drake while at the fire Satur- 
day night said that Patch & Son had not 
been applied to fora horse. ‘This may be 
true but as Patch & Son stable is over half 
a mile away it does not seem as though 
that would be a very good place to keep a 
horse that is wanted for the service. 

The only reasonable remedy for Ward 
Two seems to be for the city to purchase a 
horse which shall be kept either in the 
Hose honse or near there, so as to be ready 
at all time in case of an alarm of fire. 

Herbert Adams’ barp, in the rear of 
Patch’s coal yards at Quincy Point, was 
also struck, but little damage was caused. 


Not a Candidate. 


Wednesday's Globe says: Mr. Josiah 
Quincy was seen at his office Tuesday bya 


?| representative of the Globe and asked 


whether he was willing, in view of the use 
of his name in the press in connection with 
the democratic nomination for Governor or 
for mayor of Boston, and of the report that 
he intended to resign shortly his position 
at Washington, to make any statement in 
regard to his political intentions. 

Mr. Quincy replied as follows : 

“T highly appreciate the kind spirit in 
which my name has been mentioned in 
the Globe and some other papers in con- 
nection with offices of such importance and 
dignity as the governorship of Massachu- 
setts and the mayoralty of Boston, but I 
am in no sense of the word a candidate for 
the nomination to either of these positions. 

** Ever since discussion of the matter first 
began I have, in conversation with those 
who have spoken to me on the subject, dis- 
couraged the use of my name in connection 
with the governorship, and expressed my 
strong reluctance to go into the contest fur 
this office. 

“While the newspaper talk of mysterious 
conferences at which the democratic nomi- 
nation for the governorship is settled is 
merely the product of the silly season, it is 
tolerably clear to everybody that unless 
there isa marked change in the situation 
Mayor Matthews is altogether likely to be 
the choice of the democratic state conven- 
tion, if he will consent to accept the nomi- 
nation for governor. 

**So far as I am aware, he has not au- 
thorized any statement that he will do so, 
or come to any decision about the matter. 

“Only one thing seems to be certain, 
and that is that there will be no contest 
over the Democratic nomination, and that 
the action of the convention will be taken 
with substantial harmony and unanimity. 

‘* While it is an open secret that I do not 
mean to remain at Washington through 
the present administration, I have fixed 
upon no time for resigning, and have no 
present intention of doing so. 

“TI shall return to Washington when 
congress meets and resume my duties there 
and am not giving any thought whatever 
to future political preferment.

The Rescued Party. 

The names of the persons who had a 
narrow escape in the squall of Sunday 
and who were landed at Houghs Neck, 
were Mr. E.C, Woodworth the Tremont 
street jeweler of Boston, his two boys, 
aged 9 and 5 years, and Messrs. S. V.

Mosquito Remedies.

It is 
his habit to pour three or four drops of this 
oil on his pillow on going to bed. The in- 
sect never troubles him after that. Those 
of his family and friends who bave tried 
the experiment report similar gratifying re- 
sults. 

Another remedy and itis one which is 
easily obtained, is that of menthol. Says 
one who has tried it:—‘‘ Before I go to en- 
counter the mosquitoes, I rub a menthol 
pencil over my bands, neck and face, being 
carefnl to keep it from my eyes, as its pun- 
gent odor makes the tears come. Mosqui- 
toes will not bite so long as they smell the 
peppermint. If I ever get bittenI don’t 
irritate the part by scratching it, but sim- 
ply rub the mentholine pencil over it and 
the stinging sensation disappears in short 
order.”

Cities in Bad Box. 

Mayor Hodgkins of Somerville recom- 
mends the suspension of public work in his 
city because of the stringency of the money 
market. He explained that municipalities 
are prohibited by law from paying over 6 
per cent, interest, and that the law would 
have to be techuically violated by some 
subterfuge if the money was obtained. He 
said he had spent some time, and notably 
the greater part of yesterday, in an attempt 
to borrow money at a reasonable rate, but 
had pot been able to find any one who 
would accommodate the city of Somerville 
at anything less than 8 or 10 per cent. He 
hoped that better times would come in a 
few months—at present the wisest course 
was not to spend money borrowed at the 
prevailing rates. The bonds of the city 
would rot bring more than S7 per cent. 
now.

Last year 
this Clan alone paid $800 for sick benefit. 
Its workings and business principles are 
admitted to be the best of the order. 


Haverhill'’s Valuation. 

The tax rate of Haverhill is also increased 
this year and is larger than it ever was in 
the one hundred years of Quiucy. It is 
$18.10 per $1,000, an increase of ninety 
cents over 1892, The increase in the num- 
ber of polls during the past year was 669, 
and the total increase in valuation $615,235 
of which $328,469 was personal estate 
The increase in the appropriations is as} 
follows:—City $21,686; state $3,581.30; 
county, $6,690. The total number of pol!s 
assessed is 8,675; the total valuation is 
$20,401,345. 


Bicycles Restricted. 

A new bicycle ordinance was enrolled by 
the Somerville city government Wednesday 
evening, to the effect that every person 
riding a bicycle on a city street shall be pro- 
vided with a bell, gong, whistle, horn or 
trumpet, which shall be loudly sounded 
whenever the rider approaches an inter- 
secting street. The speed is limited to 10 
miles an hour, except by special permission, 
and a fine of $20 will punish an infraction.

Avon has a determined constable who 
proposes to stop the sale of confectionery, 
tonic and cigars at Highland park on 
Sunday. It is the resort or many Brockton 
people. 


—The Vermont Marble Company has 
notified its men that the wages of all shop 
workers earning over $1.50 a day will be 
cut 15 per cent. Aug. 1. This reduction 
applies to about 700 men, and means a 
reduction in the monthly pay roll of from 
$2500 to $3500. The reason for the action 
is that business is dull, and the company 
thinks it better to reduce wages than to 
discharge there help. 


A Bie Loan. City Treasurer Turner of 
Boston advertised on Thursday for propo- 
sals for a $1,000,000 loan at 4 percent, $50, 
000 to be improved sewerage certificates 
maturing in 1912, $100,000 municipal cer- 
tificates maturing in 1912, $300,000 bonds

The following obituary notice of a former 
resident of Wollaston we copy from the 
Ellsworth (Maine) American : 

The news of the death of Hollis C. 
Black, last Friday, was a shock to his 
many friends in this city, where he spent 
so many years of his life and was so well 
and favorably known.

Quincy's Schools, 


Quincy has more schools than any 
town in Massachusetts, and but 18 of the 
cities have more. Quincy's total in 1890 
was 70, and Weymouth and Brookline 
were next in order in the county with but 
47 each, and Hyde Park and Dedbam 
followed with 35 each, Brookline with a 
valuation of fifty millions nas to support 
but 47 schouls where Quincy with a valua- 
tion of sixteen miilions supports 70. Sta- 
tistics show : 

The annual expenditure for schools in 
the Sate, exclusive of repairing and erect- 
ivg schoolbouses is $6,668,690.93. 

The amount expended for each child be- 
tween 5 and 15 years of age, annually, is 
$17.41. 

The annual expenditure for schools, in- 
cluding repairing and erecting schoolhouses, 
is $9,515,556.65. 

The annual expenditure for each child 
between 5 and 15 years of age, under the 
latter item, is $24 32. 

In Quincy the annual expenditure per 
child is probably more than $24.52, and a 
person who paysa tax on $1,500 don’t pay 
more than enough to support one child in 
school. A tax on $3,000 will support two 
children in our schools. How oftena man 
with two or more children in school and 
paying a tax on less than $3,000, will say 
that they pay taxes and don’t get good 
streets, sidewalks, lights, etc. 


The Electric Exhibit. 

At the Centennial Exbibition in Phila- 
delphia in 1876 the electrical exhibit 
was not of sufficient importance to have 
a class of its own, and was buried in the 
group devoted to ‘instruments of pre- 
cision.” The telephone, the dyoamo and 
the motor were then simply interesting 
curibsities; neither the arc nor incan- 
descent light had been perfected, the 
electric railway had not even reached a 
practical experimental stage, and the 
transmission of electric power had only 
been dreamed of as a possibility by the 
most advanced and enthusiastic students 
of the science. ‘The advance which has 
been made in electricity during the few 
years between the two expositions seems 
the result of magic rathér than the ac: 
complishment of patient experiment and 
mechanical evolution. — Manufacturers’ 
Gazette.

Sermon on Charity. 


“The law was given by Moses but grace 
and truth come by Jesus Christ.” 

“Remember the Sabbath day and keep 
it holy.”

But Christ gave us a law, the 
heading of my subject, and through all his 
teachings, in all the loviiness of his perfect 
character we can see ‘‘charity.”? Charity 
is the greatest of all standards. ‘* Faith, 
hope and charity abideth all three,’’ (he 
tells us) ‘“‘but the greatest of these is 
** Obarity.”” 

In all the beauties of nature we behold 
God's handiwork, In the beautiful flowers 
that blossom around us, in the foliage of 
the trees, in the sea, whether it be calm or 
in the disturbance of the elements, and the 
waves are tossed high as we beheld them in 
the storm. In all this how can we forget 
God?

| A quart of Madeira wine consists of two 
pounds and a little over four ounces of 
water, two ounces of germy and tarlareous 
| matter, a little over two ounces of an oily 
| resinous substance, and a little over two 
| ounces of alcohol. Take out the alcohol 
and the remainder of the Madeira wine is a 
| Ranseous mess, which no one would think 
of drinking. Take the alcohol out of beer 
jand itis asour siop which nosane man 
would dream of taking into his stomach. 
Whiskey consists of nearly equal parts of 
water and impure alcohol, the latter con- 
taining fusil oil and some essential oils 
derived from the grain, which give it flavor. 
It is the alcohol which produces intoxica- 
tion, if imbibed in sufficient quantity. 
There is nothing else in any intoxicant 
which would commend it to the palate of 
any man. 

Now the scientific verdict as to alcohol 
is, that it isa poison—no more no less— 
and asa poison its action is first upon the 
nerve centers, Its action is generally at 
first to fillthe person with a serene and 
perfect self-complacency. His feelings and 
faculties are rendered more intense from 
the stimulation of the nerves by the poison. 
With most persons this is shown by in- 
creased vivacity, and a tendency to talk 
much more than usual. As intoxication 
the senses gradually become 
hazy, a soft humming seems to fill the 
pauses in the conversation, a filmy haze 
obscures the vision, the victim finds it 
difficult to preserve his equilibrium; next 
objects appear double or flit confused before 
the eyes; the drunkard becomes boisterous, 
ridiculous; articulation becomes difficult, 
and he finally falls to the ground insensible, 
that is, he is ‘dead drunk.’’ From this 
State, after a period of deep slumber, he 
awakes exhausted, feverish, sick and giddy, 
with throbbing head, ringing ears and blood 
shot eyes. The poison first affects the lobes 
of the brain, and the other nerves centers

This was at once scaled down to $125,000, 
when an officer of the company admitted 
that one-half the stock was issued back to 
the original stockholders as a legal fiction— 
in other words, was simply watered stock. 
It further appeared from the books that 
$25,000 in cash had really been paid in to 
cover the $125,000 issue, so that the stock 
of $250,000 really represented only $25,000 
paid in cash.

Boston Advertiser on the Award. 


The following editorial is from the Bos- 
ton Advertiser and will be of interest: 

“The award to the Quincy Water Co., 
requiring the city of Quincy to pay the 
company $515,000 for the plant with its 
rights and privileges, is of unusual interest 
because so many cities and towns of the 
Commonwealth are endeavoring to effect 
a like transfer from water corporations. 
The commissioners’ decision in the case 
is the first to be rendered in the State, 
and therefore ought to be a valuable 
precedent. 

The Quincy Water Co. had been in pos- 
session of the property in working order for 
eight years when the city asked that the 
plant be turned over to itself, the charter 
under which the company worked provid- 
ing that the city might assume possession 
atany time. The company seta price of 
$1,300,000 on the property and litigation at 
once began. Inthe course of this litiga- 
tion lasting, at various hearings before the 
commissioners, from December of last year 
to the middle of July, it appeared from the 
books of the company that 

The Total Cost 
Of construction was $356,000 and that a 
floating debt, incarrred for contingent ex- 
penses to perfect the system, amounted to 
$95,000, making the total cost $451,000. 

Bonds to the amount of $250,000 were is- 
sued, and the nominal amount of stock out 
was first placed by the company at $250,000.

The Stone Crusher. 


We had the pleasure one day this week 
of visiting the new stone crushing plant 
erected the past winter and spring off 
South street, on land in the rear of Ter- 
rance Keenan’s. 

The city has leased of Mr. Keenan for 
ten years an old rusty granite quarry 
which is full of seams and the land near 
to the same on which the superintendent 
of streets has had erected an excellent 
granite crushing plant. In the engine 
house a 35-horse power boiler and a 30- 
horse power engine has been erected. A 
track of iron rails has been laid from the 
crusher, which is near the engine house, to 
the ledge, some four to six rods away, and 
into small open box cars the granite chips 
are loaded and pushed along to within 
some thirty feet of the crusher, the car is 
then drawn by the engine up an incline 
even with the top of the crusher and 
dumped; the stone is then easily shoved 
into the hopper and ground. 

The crushed granite is then carried by 
an endless chain up some thirty feet, and 
sorted and dropped in bins, all ready to be 
carted on to the streets where needed. By 
simply moving a slide in the bottom of the 
bin the broken stone runs down and in a 
few seconds fills a cart, so that there is no 
shoveling or waste of time for the horses 
or drivers. 

This new plant will crush 125 tons of 
stone a day, and in so easy and perfect a 
manner that it costs the city not one-half 
what the old p!ant did, a few years ago, to 
do the same work. It will consequently 
be a great saving to the city, where so 
much crushed stove is needed in repairing 
our streets, 

There was considerable ability shown by 
Mr. Ewell, the Commissioner of Public 
Works, in baving the plant so well ar- 
ranged as to make the cost of crushed 
stone very light.

Savings Bank Depositors. 


There is no class of people who bave aj Mrs. Annie E. Faxon, $ 
clearer title to repose of mind as to the 
security of their possessions in this time of 
uncertainties than those who have money 


deposited in Massachusetts savings banks. 
These 
official supervision. 
investments is rigidly prescribed by law. 
They may loan money on first mortgages 


cent, of the assessed valuation, nor in the 
aggregate more than 70 per cent. of the 
amount of their deposits. They may hold, 
as an investment or as collateral, the shares 
of any New England bank, but the aggre- 
gate of such holdings must not be more 
than 35 per cent. of the deposits, nor can 
more than 3 per cent. of the deposits be 
invested in the shares of any one bank, 
They can invest in certain State and city 
bonds, but only in such as are specified by 
law, and these specifications are such as to 
insure solidity. They can invest in the 
first mortgage bonds of Massachusetts rail- 
roads, but only in those paying regular 
dividends. They can loan money on per 
sonal notes of citizens of the State, but 
only on notes secured by collateral such as 
would be permissible forinvestment. They 
may make deposits in national banks, but 
not more than five per cent. of their own 
deposits in any one bank. 

We commend careful consideration of 
these and other restrictions upon the man- 
agement of savings banks to depositors 
who may be in danger of becoming uneasy. 
They will perceive that they are of such a 
character as to insure not only gilt-edged 
investments for the money deposited, but 
such a distribution of investments that any 
unforeseen disaster to those of any one class 
can result in only a limited loss. We do 
not believe that there is a single savings 
bank in Massachusetts which is not today 
perfectly solvent, and its funds carefully 
and conservatively invested. But, if they 
are to pay interest to their depositors, it is 
obvious that they must keep their funds 
invested, They cannot hold considerable 
sums of ready money at hand without 
losing interest. They cannot realize in- 
stantly upon their securities, however sound 
and valuable they may be, without heavy 
sacrifice and disaster to all the interests of 
the community. 

Savings bank depositors in Massachusetts, 
therefore, will simply be protecting their 
own interests by keeping a level head and 
refraining from drawing out any money 
which they do not need for immediate 
necessities. There is no place so safe for 
If they take it 
out, they will lose interest already earned 
and the prospect of more, and may cause 
more serious losses. Our advice to people 
who have money in the savings banks is to 
be thankful it is in so good a place, and 
to leave it there.—Boston Journal.

ridicule on the part of the authorities. It 
was shown that the amount of taxes con- 
tributed by the present owners, resident 
and non-resident, formed no inconsiderable 
portion of the annual tax levy of the city 
of Quincy, but that the residents of North 
Quincy received from the authorities noth- 
ing in return; that on the contrary, the 
expenditures which the residents of North 
Quincy had a right to expect from their 
city fathers were diverted into other 
channels, 

It was shown that there is an entire ab- 
sence of police and fire protection; com- 
ment being made on the recent report of 
a committee of the city government rela- 
tive to the inefficiency of the fire depart- 
ment, and the lack of police protection was 
deplored, 

The insufficiency of schoo! accommoda- 
tions was also forcibly brought out, and 
notwithstanding the recent assertions of 
Mayor Fairbanks that the accommodations 
were ample, it was shown that during the 
past year some seventeen children were de- 
prived of all opportunities to attend school 
for the lack of accommodation. The city 
has showed itself extremely short sighted 
in this matter of the schools, because not 
long since Wood, Harmon & Co., the orig- 
nal owners, offered to donate to the city of 
Quincy between 30,000 and 40,000 feet of 
land for school purposes, the only stipala- 
tion that the school be erected 
within one year. No notice has been taken 
of this offer. 

The streets, as improved by the devel- 
opers of these two properties, will com- 
pare very favorably with many of the other 
streets of the city, and in some respects 
they are superior in width, in grading and 
in sidewalk construction. It is felt that 
they should now be accepted by the city. 
Another point was in the matter of street 
lighting; bat for the fact that Wood, Har 
mon & Co, have supplied Norfolk Downs 
and Wollaston Park with electric lights, 
the residents would be deprived of all illu- 
mination, save such as they might them- 
selves supply.

discharge of 15 guns, pronounced the name 
itisin the future to bear, to be— ‘ Fort 
Independent on Castle Island.’ ” 

It seems that on the occasion there was 
something of a junket. The President and 
suite were received with due military 
honors by the garrison, commanded by 
Capt. Gates. After reviewing the troops, 
works and all matters of interest connected 
with the castle and island, President 
Adams was escorted to the citadel, where 
an elegant dinner was provided, at which 
more thaa 50 ladies and gentlemen partook. 
After dinner the customary drinking of 
toasts was commenced, when the following 
were given: 

By the President—“* Gen. Washington 
and the Army of the United States;” a 
second, ‘*The American,” third, 
“Perpetual unconquerability Fort 
Independent on Castle Island.” 

By Major Tonsard—“ May the American 
eagle, leaning on Columbia, never see any 
but friends tothe Federal Government.” 

By Major Jackson—‘' May the cannon 
of Fort Independence declare the tribute 
our country means to pay the five-headed 
monster.”’ 

By Mrs. Adams—‘t Mrs. Washington.” 

Volunteer toasts—‘* The Iand we live in 
—may it never be stained by the blood 
of a coward.”’ “Our good old mother— 
Massachusetts.”” 

President Adams, with his wife, retired 
from the festivitivs at quite an early hour, 
and returned to Boston. It would 
that the President was not in any great 
measure addicted to the punch bowl, aad, 
unlike Mare Antony, he was net given to 
“revelling long of nights."

“Almost any man,’ says Edward 
Everett Hale, ‘‘who sleeps nine hours out 
of 24, who spends two or three hours of 
his remaining time in pleasant exercise out 
doors, ought to be healthy, and hence 
happy.”

“The girl who swims should carefully 
consider her suit, as it plays an important 
The best 
material is a light-weight serge, as it does 
not, like flannel, easily absorb the water 
and become heavy. 


part in all aquatic exercises. 


“Good taste as well as good service di- 
rect that it should be either dark blue or 
black in color. The gray, scarlet, or once 
white suits of elaborate cut and gaudy 
trimming are never seen on the girl who 
swims. 

“The prime object of her suit is to leave 
the wearer just as free as possible. She 
therefore, has it made with a blouse (short- 
sleeved, if she is willing to sacrifice her 
arms to midsummer sun), trousers to the 
knee, and a skirt also reaching to the knee 
and removable, as it is always an impedi- 
ment and may be done away with alto- 
gether in the seclusion of the uatatorium. 

“The best bathing stockings are made 
with particularly stout soles, and thus spare 
the necessity of that snare to swimmers— 
bathing shoes. No tight garments or any- 
thing that would handicap the motion 
should be worn, and corsets are an absolute 
impossibility. 

“A necessary adjunct to the swimmer’s 
outfit is the bathing robe—a long garment 
of turkish toweling or flannel, which may 
be purchased ready-made at any of the 
large shops for a reasonable sum, and 
which, for the sake of both modesty and 
precaution against chill, should shroud the 
bather 'n her promenade between bath- 
house and beach. 

“Tf the girl who swims does much 
plunging or diving she should give up all 
notion of keeping her hair dry, and either 
let it hang closely braided or twist it up in 
a tight knot on top of her head. 

*Oilskin caps, picturesquely knotted 
kerchief and ornamental bathing hats are 
alike powerless to keep out the permeating 
water, 

‘Tf she has real need to appear dry- 
haired immediately after her bath, she 
may, of course, swim about with a sort of 
unsplashing caution, but she loses a deal of 
fun and she has the discomfort of knowing 
that the head should be wet first of all on 
entering a bath. 

“Never let the hair dry until it has 
been well rinsed out in fresh water. A 
good rubbing of both hair and scalp should 
follow, and afterward sun, fanning and 
more rubbing will soon dry it. 

“*Salt water is beneficial to the scalp as 
to all other parts of the skin, and if the 
hair is carefully rinsed after each bath and 
kept well clipped, it will likewise improve. 

“Tf a girl has straight hair it is useless 
to attempt to curl it during the swimming 
season. A daily wetting and “‘salt sea 
breezes’’ are deadly foes to the crimping 
iron; so, if she is wise, the girl tucks her 
bristling locks undera sailor hat or cap 
and puts her vanity in her pocket. 

‘* Her curly-haired sister may, of course, 
defy dampness, daily dips and every other 
immunity.” 


Tattooing in New Zealand, 


A New Zealand boy of fifteen has his 
face nearly covered with tattooing, says 
The Ledger. The New Zealanders tattoo 
the face and hands, but very rarely touch 
the body. Their methcd of tattooing is 
peculiar and differs from that of any other 
tropical country. 

The work of tattooing is done with a 
sharply pointed instrument, which is 
dipped first in a colored fluid. The point 
of the instrument is placed on the face and 
is driven into the skin by a sharp blow 
from a piece of wood. This is repeated 
again and again until the tattooing is done. 
The process makes the skin very sore, and 
only a little can be done at a time. 

The New Zealanders tattoo in rings. 
And the girls are even more gorgeously 
decorated than the boys. Tattooing is 
nearly always done before the boys and 
girls have completed their growths so that 
the colored pigment becomes firmly fixed 
in the texture of the skin.

Clams Delicious and Toothsome. 


Writing to that excellent magazine, 
“*Food,’’ David A. Curtis says: 

“The clam has been called the “ poor 
man’s oyster,”’ and if the tinge of apparent 
sarcasm in the phrase be elimated, the 
characterization isan excellent one. For 
there is no finer wild fowl in the sea than 
the clam, providing always that it be 


captured in good condition, and be not mal- 
treated by the cook. 

The fact that cooks generally do maltreat 
the clam, has occasioned a violent prejudice 
in the past against this fine shell-fish, and 
the opinion, once general, that the clam 
could not be really eaten, has not yet 
entirely died out. There are those (and 
the writer was one of them some years ago) 
who maintain that although a clam may be 
swallowed, and even digested, he cannot be 
masticated. There is this foundation for 
the opinion, that overmuch cooking trans- 
forms certain parts of the clam into leather, 
and this leather is tougher and harder by 
far than the finest grades of commercial 
India rubber. Moreover, there are clams 
which do not need cooking in order to make 


the comparison apt. It is doubtful if cook- 
ing or even tanning would make them any 
tougher than they are in their natural state. 
In other words, there are clams and clams, 
and while some clams are certainly not 
edible in the strict sense of the word, other 
clams are as certainly delicious food, 
nutritious and toothsome to a degree, and 
so delicate withal that the invalid who can- 
not retain other food in his stomach is 
pleased, nourished and strengthened by a 
diet of clams.”

The single fire alarm circuit in this city 
isa thing of the past as the circuit was 
cut up Thursday into four circuits. It is 
the intention to divide the line into six

The cirevit repeater is located at the 
central station and isa handsome as well 
as a very sensitive piece of apparatus.

The Civil Service Commission at Wash- 
ington has ordered that an examination be 
held in Quincy on Saturday, Sept. 9, 1893, 
commencing at 9 o'clock, a. M., for the 
grades of clerk and carrier in the city post 
office. Only citizens of the United States 
can be examined. The age limitations are 
as follows: For carrier, not under 21 nor 
over 40 ; for all other positions, not under 
18 years. No application will be accepted 
for this examination unless filed with the 
undersigned in complete form, on the 
proper blank, before the hour of closing 
business on Sept. 2, 1893. 

The Civil Service Commission takes this 
opportunity of stating that the examina- 
tions are open to all reputable citizens who 
may desire to enter the postal service, 
without regard to their political affiliations. 
All such citizens, whether democrats or 
republicans, or neither, are invited to 
apply. They shall be examined, graded, 
and certified with entire impartiality, and 
wholly withont regard to their political 
views, or to any consideration save their 
efficiency, as shown by the grades they 
obtain in the examination. For applica- 
tion blanks, full instructions, and informa- 
tion relativeto the duties and salaries of 
the different positions, apply at the post 
office to C. G. Souther, Secretary, Board 
of Examiners.

No one derives any profit from 
silver coinage except the silver owners, 
and he would make an enormous profit at 
the present ratio, provided his dollars 
could be kept at par. ‘The only interest in 
it to the people is that the currency be 
plentiful and good, The government can 
furnish this on a gold basis just as easy as 
not. The cotton planter, the wheat 
grower, the iron producer all have as much 
right to demand that the government pay 
them double prices for their products as 
has the silver producer, If the govern- 
ment takes care of the one let it take care 
of all.

Messrs. Eprrors: Reading with interest 
the History of our City by ** Manet,’’ we 
should like to have him give us his authority 
for tne old road, or in short, any road ever 
leading over the present Summer street, 
through the woods to the base of Penn’s 
Hill. As we have been deeply interested in 
the history of our native city, we bave 
studied these old roads for the past ten 
years, and should be much pleased with 
any information of the kind, and of this 
road in particular. In short, all records 
that we can find convince us that the old 
Plymouth road was exactly as now—Frank- 
lin street to School to Hancock to Adams 
street to Milton line—and iu support would 
give extracts from the old Colonial records 
now in Boston. 

We find that onthe death of Rey. Mr. 
Thompson, the property now owned by Mr. 
|C. H. Spear on Franklin street, the house 
lately removed back from the street, was 
sold to Rev. Mr. Fiske. Book 13, Page 37, 
date 1682-3; bounded easterly on the 
country road, westerly on Jand of John 
Needum and Samuel Savil, northerly on 
Mill street, now Schoo! street, south on 
Mill Fields, 

Again, we find in the same records that 
on the death of William Penn that his 
estate, now occupied by Mr. Kendrick, 
Noy. 3, 1716, bounded as follows: northerly 
on land of Samuel Belcher, easterly by land 
of Moses Paine, southerly on way leading 
from the great roadway to the Town 
Common, near the house of John Penni- 
man, and westerly by said Great Roadway 
which leads to Weymouth. 

Again, we find date Sept. 1720, James 
Penniman to John Adams, father of Presi- 
dent John Adams, deed of the oldest 
Adams House in which President was born: 
“Six acres Orchard and Arable land ad- 
jacent to the country road in north precinct 
of Braintrey, bounded easterly on said 
country road, north on land of Moses 
Curtis, southerly and westerly on land of 
Gregory Belcher.’

Another Monument to Lincoln, 


All Ameri¢ans must be glad and proud 
that a monument to Lincoln has been erect- 
ed at Edingburgh. It was unyeiled Mon- 
day at fourin the afternoon, with appro- 
priate exercises. Sir William Arroll, the 
builder of the great Forth bridge, pre- 
sided, and consul at Edinburgh, Wallace 
Bruce, the ** poet of the Hudson,”’ delivered 


the oration. The monument represents 
“Lincoln freeing the slaves.”’ It is fifteen 


feet in height, the bronze figure being life 


size. At the feet{of the martyred president 
is a figure representing a fieedjislave, and 
battle flags, also in bronze. This is the 
first instance of such an honor being paid 
abroad to any of the American heroes, if 
we mistake not, and no better choice 
could have been made, since Lincoln be- 
longed to the world more than to any one 
section of it.

One of the most beautiful works of art 
ever produced in this city or ever cut in} 
granite, has just been completed at the 
stone yard of Adam Vogel & Son at West | 
Quincy. 

This beautiful piece of work represents 
an angel clinging to a cross and stands 
over five feet in height. 

The sweet pure facial expression of the 
angel is so natural that one scarcely seems 
to realize that it is but an inanimate 
figure.

Some Salient Facts. 


The “liquor traffic’ is something we do 
not need to define. Almost everybody 
knows what it is, how and why it thrives. 
Efforts have been made all along these 
| years to regulate and restrict it, and the 
only reason it has not been prohibited is 
because its moral and financial waste has 
not been fally appreciated by the people. 
Who pays this waste? The direct waste of 
the liquor traftic in 1891 was $1,200,000,000 
and the indirect waste even more, so that 
putting it at low figures the total waste 
was $2,400,000,000. 

Who pays this waste? Every person not 
engaged in the traffic. Every drinker pays 
his nickel, dime, or dollar a day to this 
waste; his wife, though not a drinker, pays 
toward this waste, not in dimes from her 
hand, but in dimes that ought to be in her 
hand, to be used for the necessaries of life; 
and his children contribute to the payment 
of this waste by doing without food and 
clothing that they ought to have. The 
indirect waste is the prosecution of crimi- 
nals and building of jails in which to retain 
them; also the building of reformatories 
and state prisons. Again our taxes are 
paid toward this waste in building and 
maintaining insane asylums, 


houses of 
refuge, and orphan homes, each of them 
largely inhabited by victims of the legalized 
liquor traftic. 

We are nominally a Christian nation, 
and yet we allow the liquor traffic to exist 
because we want the revenue, not stopping 
to investigate the subject to ascertain the 
fact that the money paid toward the waste 
far exceeds the revenue derived. If we did 
investigate we would find that three out of 
every four dollars of our taxes we pay be- 
cause we allow the tratlic to exist. The 
liquor traflit ruins homes, breaks hearts, 
starves children, makes murderers of wives 
and murderers of children, and is a school 
of crimes in which nothing is too base to 
be taught. 

At the judgment bar of God it will ap- 
pear that not only he who drinks, and he 
who sells, shall lose eternal life, but he who 
permits it to be sold. Oh that this fact 
might so ring in the ears of all readers that 
they could not find rest for their bodies, 
nor sleep for their eyes, until they all arose 
as one man to wipe this abomination from 
ournation. Moral suasion is good as a 
preparatory, but we do not expect that 
alone to ‘accomplish any other good or to 
destroy any other evil. Some one has said, 
—‘‘We shall never have any better moral 
suasionists than Murphy and Reynolds 
and the Woman’s Christian Temperance 
Union,” but during the last eight years the 
statistics of our government show that the 
manufacture of intoxicating liquors has 
increased three times as fast as the popu-

How to Read the Tongue. 


The perfectly healthy tongue is clean, 
moist, lies loosely in the mouth, is round 
at the edge, and has no prominent pa- 
pillw. The tongue may be furred from 
local cause, or from sympathy with the 
stomach, intestines, or liver. The dry 
tongue occurs most frequently in fever, 
and indicates nervous prostration or de- 
pression. A white tongue is diagnostic 
simply of the feverish condition, with per- 
haps a sour stomach. When it is moist 
and yellowish brown, it shows disordered 
digestion. Dry and brown indicate a low 
State of the system, possibly typhoid. 
When the tongue is dry and red and 
smooth, look out for inflammation, gas- 
tric or intestinal. When the papille on 
the end of the tongue are raised and very 
red we call it a strawberry tongue, and 
that means scarlet fever, A sharp, 
pointed, red tongue will hint of brain 
irritation or inflammation, and a yellow 
coating indicates liver derangement.

Increasing Love of Good Books, 


The first and most obvious conclusive 
forced upon one who looks at the books of 
the year as a whole is that the readers of 
good books are increasing, and that literary 
skill and the faculty of literary expressicn 
are far more widely diffused than formerly. 
There are more people to read good books 
every year, and there are more people to 
write them. This statement is limited, it 
must be noted, to good books; books 
wholesome, intelligent, and of sound 
form. Great books are rare at any time 
and are, ‘at this moment, rarer than they 
have been at other periods in the century. 

Perbaps the most obvious fact about 
bovk-making in this country at present is 
the expansion of literary activity. If there 
are not, asof old, a few writers of very 
high rank, whose work has something 
approaching the touch of finality, there are 
increasing number of well-furnished 
and thoroughly equipped men and women 
whose work, in its range and sincerity, 
indicates a general advance in skill, cul- 
ture, and taste. Not many months before 
his death Mr. Lowell commented, in a 
| private conversation, on the ease with 
which a magazine editor now fills his 
| pages with well-prepared and scholarly 
articles. A quarter of a century ago the 
| same editor found asmal! group of bril- 
liant men ready to co-operate with him, 
| but beyond this circle there was no aid to 
be had.—Forum. 


Autumn. 


Autumn has come, 
gone? It seems buta few days since we 
welcomed leafy Jane, aud now July and 
August have flown.

And other grains and fruits and vegetables 
will need be garnered. It is a cause for 
thankfulness that the ground has not 
sulked. Paul has planted, Apollos watered, 
and God made the crops grow. In addition 
to the vexations of business and commerce, 
we are not menaced by famine. The fields 
groan under their burden, and the farmer's 
prosperity will give life to trade. 

But beside food for the palate autumn 
promises a feast for the eyes. The late 
rains have revived the grass, and given new 
greenness to the foliage. The birds, to be 
sure, are preparing to take their flight, but 
the landscape has much of lovliness.

The Word Zero. 


The word “zero” is from the Spanish 
and means nothing. Here is one story about 
its first use fora thermometer in 1795 by a 
Prussian merchant named Fahrenheit. 
From a boy Fabrenheit was a close ob- 
server of nature, and when Only ten years 
old, in the remarkably cold winter of 1709, 
he experimented by putting snow and salt 
together and noticed that it produced a 
degree of cold equal to the coldest day of 
the year. And that day being the coldest 
day that the oldest inhabitants could re- 
member, Fahrenheit was the more struck 
with the coincidence of his little scientific 
discovery and hastily concluded that he bad 
found the lowest degree of temperature 
known in the world, either natural or artifi- 
cial. 

He called the degree zero and constructed 
a thermometer, a rude weather giass, with 
a scale graduating up from zero to boiling 
point, which he numbered 212, and freezing 
point 32, because, as he thought, mercury 
contracted the thirty-second of its volume 
on being cooled down from the temperature 
of freezing water to zero and expanded the 
one hundred and eightieth on being heated 
from the freezing to the boiling point.

Putting Corks in Bottles, 


There are few things that puzzle the 
average women more than properly corking 
bottles. The corks never fit, and there is 
no end of bother about them. 

When bottled goods are to be put up, 
select any corks which are of approximate 
size, throw them into a kettle of water, 
place the kettle on the stove and let the 
water boil for ten or fifteen minutes, fre- 
quently stirring it and pressing the corks 
under water; although if tightly covered, 
this may not be necessary. 

Then take out the corks and wash them 
thoroughly, rinse out the kettle, and put 
them back in more hot water. After 
standing a few minutes they are ready for 
use. A cork two or three sizes larger than 
the bottle may easily be put in by pressing 
the lower end with the fingers. Then 
insert in the neck of the bottle, putting in 
beside it a large-sized pin. 

Press it in a little way, then, taking the 
bottle in the hands, crowd the cork against 
a door or casing, or any solid object, turn- 
ing the bottle round and round until the 
cork is pressed into place. Then, with a 
pair of small pincers, or the edge of a dull 
knife, catch hold of the head of the pin 
and draw it out. After this press the cork 
in again. P 

If the bottle is to be sealed, continue the 
pressing in until the cork is even with the 
top of the bottle; then dipin melted wax 
or other sealing material,and wipe off what 
runs down. Take a bit of partly cool wax, 
and with the thumb press it closely over 
the top of the cork. By frequently wetting 
the thumb, the wax will not stick. 

If the bottles are hot, it is necessary to 
wait until partly or altogether cool before 
finally sealing them; theu dip them into 
wax two or three times allowing them to 
cool between times. In this way a coat- 
ing of the substance sufficiently thick to 
exclude all air will be formed. Great care 
is necessary in sealing, as often times the 
tiniestair hole or air bubble will cause the 
contents of the bottle to ferment. 

Corks may be obtained of dealers in 
bottlers’ supplies; or, what is much more 
accessible and convenient, they may be en- 
gaged beforehand from wine rooms and 
restaurants, where bottles of wine are 
frequently opened. Champagne corks are 
desirable, asthey are almost always of a 
very fine quality. 

Once familiar with the steaming pro- 
cess, no difficulty will be experienced in 
putting up bottles of goodies of all sorts.— 
New York Ledger. 


Gray Hair. 


Gray hair is so common now that one 
wonders what it comes from. Young 
men have it in profusion; and young 
women are very proud when they havea 
coiffure in which gray has a prominent 
part. I attribute the prevalence of gray 
hair to frequent cutting, and soap. 

The doctors speak of inherent tenden- 
cies, and old women gabble of early piety ; 
but soap and the barber do more toward 
taking color and strength out of hair 
than anything else does. The singeing of 
hair is done to prevent the oils from ex- 
uding from the ends of clipped hairs, and 
singeing it is in this regard better than 
cutting. 

But ammonia-loaded soaps are the worst 
factors. Many persons use ammonia when 
washing their heads, and it enters into all 
shampoo mixtures. It is also an ingre- 
dient of most soaps. It dries up the scalp, 
and robs the hair of all its moisture. 
There is where most of the gray hair of 
today comes from.—St. Louis Globe-Dem- 
ocrat.

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Revival of Business. 


We are glad to see signs of improvement 
in business, It makes each one and all of 
us carry a more happy and pleasant coun- 
tenance. We havereceived at the PATRIOT 
office more returns this week from bills sent 
out than for any one week for the last three 
months. This is an indication to us that 
money is getting more easy with manufac- 
turers and business men generally. We 
can also see an improvement in job work 
and advertising, and we believe our citizens 
are beginning to receive new life and en- 
ergy, and that the times this fall and winter 
will be much better than was the indication 
a few weeks ago. 

A recent despatch from Washington says, 
“the evidences of the revival of business 
prosperity have been felt at the treasury 
department within the past few daysina 
variety of ways. Nota bank failure has 
been reported since Aug. 28, and of the 154 
banks which suspended payments between 
Jan. 1, to that date, 48 have already re- 
sumed business.”’ 

“The fact that the currency famine has 
ended is indicated by the falling off in the 
orders for new bank notes, which poured 
in so rapidly during August. The new cir- 
culation issued during August was $15- 
609,975, but the entire amount for the first 
six days of September has been only $718,- 
000. The output of notes has been larger 
because orders given during August are 
now being filled, but the new orders based 
upon the pressure for more money have 
fallen during the last two days to the nom- 
inal amounts of $30,000 and $10,000.” 

“Another indication of the improved 
condition of business is the increase in cus- 
toms receipts and the diminution of the 
rapidity with which the treasury expendi- 
tures are exceeding the receipts.

The Endowment Orders. 

Judge E. C. Bumpus of this city has 
made his report on the situation of the

consisting of first-class bonds, mortgages 
and a few shares of stock, are in the State 
treasurer’s hands, The receivers have some

and the remaining $600,000 is mostly on 
deposit in national banks and trust com- 
panies, bearing interest from 2 to 3 1-2 per 
cent, 

Judge Bumpus estimates that the aver- 
age depreciation in the securities held bas 
been 5 per cent., but recommends that they 
be at once converted into cagh es rapidly 
as practicable,

How Congressmen Choose Seats. 


The following are tbe rules of the House 
in respect to the selection of seats : 

1. At the commencemeat of each Con- 
gress, immediately after the members and 
delegates are sworn in, the clerk shall 
place in a box prepared for that purpose a 
number of small balls of marble or other 
material equal to the number of members 
and delegates, which balls shall be conse- 
cutively numbered and thoroughly inter- 
mingled, and at such hour as shall be fixed 
by the House for that purpose, by the hands 
of a page, draw said bills one by one from 
the box and announce the number as it is 
drawn, upon which announcement the 
member or delegate whose pam? on a 
numbered alphabetical list shall correspond 
with the number on the ball shall advance 
and choose his seat for the term for which 
he is elected. 

2. Before said drawing shall commence 
each seat shall be vacated and so remain 
until selected under this rule, aud any seat 
having been selected shall be deemed for- 
feited if left unoccupied before the call of 
the roll is finished, and whenever the seats 
of members and delegates sbal! have been 
drawn, no second drawing shall be in order 
during that Congress,

A small volume of poems, called “‘Tho 
flaming Meteor,” recently published, 
stamps its author, Will Hubbard-Ker- 
nan, as a poet of rare genius. One writer 
has likened him to Edgar Allan Poe, 
whom perhaps he most resembles in the 
type of his poetic inspiration and some- 
what in character as well. Mr. Kernan’s 
book is fitly named, for it is all fire and 
flame and passion.

Statistics tell us that there are in the 
United States 36,000 more saloons than 
public schools. We boast of our free 
schools, and never tire of voicing our praises 
over their wonderful influence in the for- 
mation of character and preparatioa for the 
active duties of life? But we say little 
indeed of our saloons uniess it be to excuse 
or denounce them. No one heralds the 
opening of anew saleon as indicative of 
betver times or purer morals, In fact, we 
tacitly admit the evil which gots with the 
saloon by our silence, fer even those who 
vote for saloons and advocate their existence 
say little in their defence. Yet we permit 
these schools of vice to largely outnumber 
our public schools and then sit down and 
wonder why it is tbat there is so much 
ciime, so much vice, such wide extended 
poverty such woe and wretchedness and 
misery. We vote to oper these places of 
temptation and then mourn over their evil 
effects. 

We are supposed to be an_ intelligent 
people, but we havea queer way of show- 
ing it, for we tear down with one hand 
what we build up with the other, We 
spend millions of dollars each year iv school 
houses and teachers that our boys and gitls 
may grow up to le interligent men and 
women, and we permit and «ncourage 
schools of vice and crime in which these 
same boys and girls can be corrupted and 
destroyed body and soul. 

That we continue this inconsistency year 
after year is not to our credit, for we can- 
not thus build up and tear down and make 
progress. Our schools keep open but ten 


months in the year, but five days in the] 


week, and six hours or less each day. The 
number of hours for each school will not 
average more than 2000 a year, while each 
saloon is open not less than 5000 hours; 
while those that run Sundays are open 5800 
hours, 

This shows that we 1ot only permit the 
school of vices to outnumber the public 
schools, but that they open 2} Limes longer, 
thus making them in effect as though they 
were nearly three times as many. 

With such tremendous forces working for 
evil what right have we to expect good re- 
sults and happiness to our people? If we 
sow to the winds shall we not reap the 
whirlwind? If we insist on licensing liquor 
shops what right have we to complain of 
abounding vice and crime? We are amazed 
that any should expect avything 
different, 

The remedy is in our own hands,

can close schools of vice and immortality 
and we can increase the blessings and in- 
fluences of our public school system. But 
as lopgas both are permitted to flourish 
together we must expect the evil to over- 
shadow the good.— The Monitor, Rockford,

Trains Delayed. 


As the 3.12 outward train from Boston 
was about to leave Wollaston Tuesday 
afternoon the axle of the tender broke 
outside of the wheel letting the box fall. 

The box was tied up with chains and the 
engine unshackled from the train, The 
engine was runas far as the new sideing 
opposite Central avenue, the intention 
being to back it on to the sideing so that 
an engine from Braintree, which had been 
telegraphed for, could take the train. 

Unfortunately, however, as the engine 
was backing onto the switch the wheels 
with a broken axle left the rail, completely 
blocking the outward track. 

Word was sent to Boston for the wrecker 
which did not arrive until 5o’clock. Mean- 
while the outward trains were accumulat- 
ing and on them were many Quincy people 
more than anxious to get home. 

Superintendent Weeks of the street rail- 
way, hearing of the accident, sent all of 
his spare cars to Wollaston and Auantic 
and many of the passengers came home 
that way. Others kept on the trains, which 
were sent over the Granite branch and 
came home via. Braintree. 


Conjlagration at Milton. 


One of the most disastrous fires that East 
Milton has had for several years occurred 
Wednesday morning. 

It was about 1.50 o'clock when the family 
of Mr. Edward Adams were awakened by 
the light of a fire in his large stable, which 
is directlyin therear of his house. The 
family hastily dressed and gave the alarm 
but before any water could be put on to the 
burning building, it was a seathing mass of 
flames, 

In the barn there were four cows, two 
horses, a pig, several sleighs and carriages, 
ten harnesses and twenty tons of hay. An 
effort was made to get the animals out of 
the building, and in this they were partly 
successful, as they got out all but one horse 
and the pig although two of the cows were 
sv badly burned that it is feared that they 
will have to be killed. 

Within a few feet of the barn was the 
large building owned by the Babcock heirs. 
The ground ‘oor of this building was oc- 
cupied by Kemp & :Tisdale as a general 
store and the East Milton post-office. On 
thesecond floor was the town reading 
room. The upper story was used as a store 
room and here was stored a large amount 
of furniture of J, F. Dustin. 

The roof of this building took fire and it 
looked as though this would be also wiped 
out, 

Boston and Quincy were telephoned to 
for aid and each responded with « steamer 
which did noble work in saving the second 
building and checking the fire. 

When it was found that the Babcock 
building had caught fire, the mail and 
stock of groceries of Kemp & Tisdale 
was nioved and piled in a confused mass 
on the depot platform. 

The upper part of this building was 
burned off and the furniture of Mr, Dustin 
either burned or ruined with the deluge of 
water which was poured into the building, 
which is thorougbly soaked. 

The cause of the fire is at present un- 
known, but is believed by many to have 
been incendiary. Mr. Adams says he had 
not been into bis stable with a lantern or 
lamp of any kind, and is at a loss to know 
bow it could have caught unless some evil- 
winded person fired it, 

The losses will be quite heavy, although 
all parties carried an insurance. 

Mr. Adams estimates his loss on barn as 
$2000 and thinks his loss«n contents was 
$2000. 

The loss on the Babcock building will be 
about $2000. 

Messrs. Kemp & Tisdale could not give 
their exact loss until an inventory had been

A communication of Mayor Fairbanks 
informed the Council that owing to the 
stringency of the money market it was 
impossible to negotiate loans at 5 per cent. 
and asked thatthe limit inthe orders for 
repairing the Washington and Willard 
schools, watering Brook and Beale streets, 
purchase of land in Ward Two, and for 
Centre street drain, to be raised to6 per 
cent. 

An order introduced by Councilman 
Moxon authorizing the Treasurer to 
negotiate then at 6 per cent. took one 
reading and was referred to the Committee 


on Finance. 
Police Vacations. 

A communication of the Mayor recom- 
mended that the members of the permanent 
police force be given one week’s vacation 
without loss of pay. ‘To Committee on 
Police. 

New Fire Department Houses. 

The following communication of the 
Mayor is self explanatory. It was referred 
to the joint Committee on Fire Department 
and Public Buildings. 

Quincy, Sept. 11, 1893. 

E. W. H. Bass, Esq., President of City 
Council: — 

The attention of the Council has been be- 
fore called to the need of building new Hose 
houses in Wards Two and Four, and I deem 
it my duty to again remind you that prompt 
action on that recommendation should be 
taken at once, in order that these buildings 
can be erected and occupied this winter. 

I therefore present tv the Council pre- 
liminary plans for two structures, one for 
each ward. 

‘or Ward Two, it bas been deemed best 
to build a one way house, for the reason 
that the apparatus from the central station 
can promptly reinforce the company in that 
ward. ‘he plans call for accommodation 
for two horses, the necessary plumbing and 


heating, also proper sleeping appartmen!s | 


and when the same is completed, the ci 
should provide the necessary horses, whi: 
will add to the efficiency of the departme: 
Building to be erected upon the lot of 1» 
purchased by the city. 

In Ward Four, I recommend that 1) 
new building be placed upon that portiva 
of the Willard schoolhouse lot, near the 
junction of Miller street. 

In this ward it would seem best to erect 
a larger house, as the requirements for the 
future will demand more apparatus. This 
building has also accommodations for 
horses, the necessary beating and plumbing 
and suitable sleeping accommodations. 

These plans have been prepared by Mr. 
Thayer, the arcbitect of the Central 
station, and mect with the approval of the 
Chief Engineer. 

The estimated cost of the building and 
plans for Ward Two is $4,000, and that of 
Ward Four $6,000. 

I would therefore recommend au ap- 
propriation of $10,000 for theabove purpose, 
the same to be a ten year loan, divided into 
equal yearly payments.

More and more people, week 
by week, found the money to take them to 
the World’s Fair, and used it. On the last 
day of August, the number of paid ad- 
missions since the opening of the Fair, May 
1, rose above 10,000,000. Since that date 
there has been a daily increase, and this 
undoubtedly will continue as the business 
sitnation grows better, the people feel 
easier and the weather grows cooler. Com- 
pared with the Centennial Expusition at 
Philadelphia, the figures of the Chicago 
World’s Fair are stupendous. During the 
whole season at Philadelphia, there were 
only afew more than 8,000,000 paid ad- 
missions, It is not beyond the range of 
possibility that Chicago may approch the 
28,000,000 attendance at the Paris Expo- 
sition. 


—The town-committee of Cranford, N. 
J., bas passed an ordinance imposing a fine 
upon wheelmen who appear in the town in 
racing costume or with legs and arms or 
any portion of the body exposed.

New Law. At the last session of the 
legislature an act was passed making it 
obligatory on the part of towns of 5f00 
inbabitants or over to have an ordinance 
or by-law prescribing rules and regulations 
as to the materials to be used in the plumb 
ing of a house, and for the inspection of 
the same, and also provide that no such 
plumbing shall be placed in any building 
except in accordance with plans which 
shall be approved by the board of health 
of the town, or by such person as they 
shall designate, and no plumbing shall be 
done, except in case of repairs or leaks, 
without a permit. The act provides for an 
inspector of plumbing and for the appoint- 
ment of a board of examiners. The law 
goes into effect six months from the date 
of its passage on June 10, 1893. 


—An imperial edict has been issued in 
Japan forbidding the employment of women 
as editors and journalists, work of this 
character being considered neither suitable 
nor desirable for the female sex. The 
journals devoted to fashion and household 
interests generally are also included in this 
restriction. Work upon these papers has 
been forbidden to all but males over twenty- 
one years of age. 


—The Orange County (N. Y.) Farmer 
estimates the onion crop of the county at 
75,000 pounds, which is somewhat larger 
than last year’s crop. It is mostly grown 
on reclaimed peat meadows, which a few 
years ago produced only worthless weeds or 
brush.

Arriving at Mars, wilh its twin moons 
and wonderful canals, they visit the 
Temple of Venus, where the second act is 
laid. Prince Kam and Venus immediately 
fall madly in love with each other, Mars 
is furious with rage, although the goddess 


has been divorced from him for over three 
thousand years. 

In the third act the mortals are bound in 
the royal gardens, where Mars has forced 
them to act as convicts, mowing down the 
ever growing flowers which spring up as 
rapidly as they are cut.

Suicide by an Aged Citizen. 


Nehemiah Huntington, residing on Jack- 
son lane, committed suicide Wednesday 
noon in a pond near Wilson’s quarry. It 
was during the early part of the afternoon 
that workmen employed near the above 
quarry, discovered part of the body of a 
man apparently floating on top of the 
water. The men were quite badly fright- 
ened and didnot attempt to remove the body 
but sent word to the police station. Officer 
Ferguson notified Undertaker Hall and 
together they went up and got the body 
which proved to be that of Mr. Huntington. 
It was a clear case of suicide, as he had tied 
a rope about his neck and to this he had 
tied a rock which held bis head beneath the 
surface of the water, which was but two 
feet deep, while his body floated above the 
surface. 

Mr. Huntington was 87 years of age and 
no cause can be given for his rash act, ex- 
cept that he became tired of life, being left 
alone at home most of the time. He was a 
widower and leaves one son with whom he 
resided. 


Field Day of the Sth Regiment. 


The annual fall field day of the 5th 
Regiment, M. V. M., which will be held in 
Braintree, on Thursday, Sept. 28th, 
promises to be a grand affair. The resi- 
dents of that town are making preparations 
to give the “‘ Dandy Fifth,” a hearty wel- 
come, business in general being suspended 
on that day. 

The earlier part of the day will be de- 
voted toasham battle between opposing 
factions of the regiment, and the latter 
part of the day to street firing and march- 
ing. Dress parade will end the day’s work, 
after which the troops will leave for home. 

Following is a brief account of the day’s 
work to be performed by the regiment: 

A special train of 13 cars, which will 
convey the command to Braintree, will 
leave the Kneeland street station, Boston 
at 9 A. M., arriving in Braintree about 9.30. 

Fatigue uniform with cap will be worn 
during the earlier part of the day. The 
troops on disembarking at Braintree will be 
met by Capt. Morrison with his company 
and the regiment willthen march to the 
armory of Co. K., where they will leave 
their knapsacks. 

Abuut eight men from each company 
will then be selected to act as the defensive 
force which will be under the supervision 
of Lieut. Col. Frost, with Lieut. Kincaide 
of Co. K as senior officer and Lieut. Bray 
of Co. A. as junior officer. 

That detachment will proceed to Whit- 
marsh plains where they intend to lie in 
ambush and make it warm for the enemy 
upon its appearance. The balance of the 
regiment with the Ist and 3d battalions as 
the firing line and the 2d as the reserve 
will then move against the enemy. The 
attacked force will make a firm resistance 
but by a superior show of force they will 
have to retreat, Lieut. Kincaide and his 
men will then execute the retreat by 
echelons from position to position as far as 
Dr. Symonds’ farm, when they will com- 
mence to fight back again to the field used 
as a target range by Co. K, where a halt 
will be made and the troops will eat their 
rations and rest for a short time. 

Officers, honorary members and invited 
guests will partake of a light lunch at the 
armory. 

The line of march will then be taken up 
Cherry street, across Capen’s bridge to 
Cedar street and thence to Elm street, prac- 
ticing street firing on the way. 

The regiment will then march to the 
armory where a change will be made to 
dress uniform with black helmet. Dress 
parade will take place in the large field op- 
posite Mr. N. E. Hollis’ residence. 

A large steel engraving offered by citizens 
of the town will be given to the company 
(with the exception of Co. K.) performing 
the best marching, which will be decided 
by the inspecting officers.

Every person who wilfully and malicious- 
ly injures, tears down, or destroys any 
letter box, pillar box, or other recrptacie 
established by the Postmaster-General for 
the safe deposit of matter for the mail or 
for delivery, or who wilfally and malicious- 
ly assaults any letter-carrier, when in uni- 
form, while engaged on his route in the 
discharge of his duty as a letter-carrier, and 
every person who wilfully aids or assists 
therein, shall for every such offense be 
punishable by a fine of not less than 
$100, and not more than $1,000, or by im- 
prisonment for not less than one year and 
not more than three. 

Any person who shall wilfully or ma- 
liciously injure, deface, or destroy any mail 
matter deposited in any letter box, pillar 
box, or other receptacle established by 
authority of the Postmaster-General for the 
safe deposit of matter for the mailor for 
delivery, or who shall wilfully aid or assist 
in injuring such mail matter, shall be 
punishable by a fine of not more than $500, 
or by imprisonment for not more than three 
years.

The World’s Fair. 


The great liberty and peace bell for the 
Columbian Exposition, weighing 13,000 
pounds, cast at Troy, N. Y., lately reached 
ike Exposition. 

It is oneof the largest bel!s ever cast in 
tbis country, is seven feet in height, seven 
feet four inches in diameter at the mouth, 
and tongue and bolt weigh 700 pounds. 
Every ounce of the metal of which the bell 
is made has a bistoric value as having been 
connected with the deeds of the Revola- 
tion and of other great struggles in the 
field of war in which the honor of the 
country was at stake. There are in it, 
among other things, bullets taken from the 
battlefield and from the bodies of men who 
were wounded; wedding rings, thimbles, 
spoons, the remains of swords, bayonets, 
cannon and rifles, jewelry, coin and plate, 
and the pennies of more than a quarter of 
a million of American boys and girls. 

‘This bell is the outcome of an idea of the 
Sons aud Daughters of the Revolution, and 
commemorates the celebration of this 
Columbian year. ‘Chere are some inscrip- 
tions on the bell: ‘‘Proclaim liberty 
throughout all the land unto all the in- 
habitants thereof.” ‘‘A new command- 
ment I give unto you that ye love one 
another,”’ and “‘ Glory to God in the highest 
and on earth peace, goodwill toward men.” 

Tbe Tiffany Chapel inthe manufactures 
building is a grand exhibit. The altar is 
made of white mosaic inlaid with mother- 
of-perl and jewels. The columns and win- 
dows are all of mosaic glass, in the style of 
the thirteenth century. The cross on the 
altar is of gold set with jewels. The altar 
window has a setting of peacock feathers 
in guld and natural colors. There are 
280,006 pieces in the altar, which glisten 
in the subdued light of the candles which 
are kept burning on the altar. 

In the Washington building is exhibited 
the largest piece of wood turning in the 
world. It is the work of J. L. Nygren, of 
Tacoma, an ewploye of the Tacoma Lum- 
ber and Manufacturing Company. Mr. 
Nygren spent about three months of his 
time making a special lathe and turning 
from a single log of cedar a huge vase, six 
feet high and four feetacrossthe top. The 
vase is highly polished, and shows to 
splendid advantage the coloring and grain- 
ing of the red cedar.

Household Receipts. 


BEAN PicKtes. Pick young string bean, 


string them and boil in salt water until ten- 


der. Drain well, then put in a bowl or jars 
sprinkle with a little pepper and cover with 
strong vinegar. 


TrA Rotts. One quart of flour, one 
teaspoonful of soda and two of cream tartar, 
or three heaping teaspoonfuls of baking 
powder, Moisten with milk sufficient to 
roll out. Roll half an inch thick; spread 
with butter and sprinkle with sugar; roll 
up like jelly cake, and cut into slices an 
inch thick, Bakein a quick oven. 


PICKLED Onrons. Select small silver- 
skinned onions, remove with a knife all the 
outer skins. Put them for three days into 
brine that will float an egg. Bring 
some vinegar to the boiling point, adda 
little mace, whole red peppers, a few bits 
of cinnamon bark and a few cloves, then 
pour it hot over tke onions which have been 
well drained from the briue. 


ApPLe Tapioca. Prepare apples as 
sauce. Soak one scant cup of pearl tapioca 
in water enough to cover it until it is well 
swelled, then cook it, adding a little more 
water, until it is like jelly. Beat the 
strained apple and the jellied tapioca 
thoroughly together and serve cold in a 
mould or in a glass dish. This may be eat- 
en with a sauce, or with cream and sugar, 
or served with boiled custard, and is a sim- 
ple, wholesome dessert. 


PICKLED CAULIFLOWER. Two cauliflow- 
ers cut up; a pint of small onions, three 
medium-sized red peppers. Dissolve half a 
pint of salt in water enough to cover the 
vegetables, and let these stand over night. 
In the morning drain them. Heat two 
quarts of vinegar with four tablespoonfuls 
of mustard until it boils. Add the vege- 
tables and boil for about fifteen minutes or 
until a fork can be thrust through the cali- 


flower. This is one of Miss Parlow’'s 
receipts, 
Layer Spice Cake. Two cups of 


brown sugar, one-half cup of butter, oue- 
half cup of milk, four eggs (reserving two 
whites for the icing,) two cups of flour, two 
teaspoonfuls of baking power, two tea- 
spoonfuls cinnamon, two teaspoonfuls of 
ground cloves, one teaspoonful of nutmeg, 
two teaspoonfuls of vanilla. Bake in jelly 
cake. 

Icing. One scant cup of water, two cups 
of granulated sugar, whites of two eggs 
beaten to a stiff froth. Boil sugar and 
water together till the syrup waxes from 
the spoon; add a little lemon peel to the 
egg, and then pour the syrup on them slow- 
ly (beating allthetime ) When cool enough 
Spread each cake with icing. 


Towards Nationalism. 

Justice Brown of the United States Su- 
preme Court recently made an elaborate 
address before the American Bar Associa- 
tion and presented views which show that 
certain proposed changes in American 
methods have the sanction of at least one

He advanced the idea, also, that before 
long it may be necessary to provide by law 
that the amount which any individual 
may take by bequest or devise be limited to 
$1,000,000 in order to break up the enor- 
mous fortunes that are being accumulated.

Over $100,000 Missing. 


5000 ounces of gold has been stolen from 
the mint.

The Chicago Tribune calls upon the 
saloon keepers of that city to support at 
least a partof their patrons now out of 
work, from whom they have taken millions 
of dollars. It says, very pertinently: 

There are about 7000 saloon keepers 
here, who, since the World’s Fair boom 
began, have received from men now out of 
work, or likely to be out of work by the 
time the snow flies, about $12,000,000 of 
their wages. Two thirds of this amount 
represents clear profit. It has not cost 
them more than $4,000,000 for the beer and 
whiskey they have served to their thirsty 
customers. The remaining $8,000,000 has 
gone into their coffers and they have lived 
upon the money and had a good time. 
Each one of these 7000 saloon keepers has 
his own special customers. Each one of 
them has been liberally patronized. He 
has got the most of their surplus earnings, 
and all they have had in return is exhilara- 
tion, and many of them intoxciation, 
poverty and misery. This is not a fair ex- 
change. The saloon keeper bas taken 
more than he has given to his own costum- 
ers. Now, why should not these 7000 
saloonists undertake to support at least a 
part of their patrons who are unemployed 
until they can get a job?

The Human Ear, 

The buman ear is a wuch more delicate 
organ than most people suppose. Itis ex- 
tremely dangerous to interfere with it by 
use of ear-picks, or any of the various in- 
struments used for the purpose of clean- 
ing it from wax. The wax is a natural 
secretion, and unless the ear becomes dis- 
ceased it does not accumulate any faster 
than is necessary to protect the passage 
from the entrance of insects and various 
particles which might otherwise be forced 
in and tend to interfere permanently with 
the hearing. The greatest care is necessary 
in washing children, They should be 
washed outside, but on the inside only so 
far as the finger wrapped in a soft towel 
will go. The practice of forcing a hairpin 
or any other hard instrument into the ear 
passage is fraught with danger of injuring 
the membrane and causing permanent deaf- 
ness. Earache is a malady of childhood 
and causes most distressing pain. The 
simplest remedy for it is to take a little 
cotton dipped in warm sweet oil and put it 
in the ear passage. A danger that may 
arise from doing so simple a thing as this 
is that minute particles of the cotton may 
be leftin the ear, To prevent this, some 
physicians advise making a tittle wad of 
the cotton and wrapping it in the finest 
and thinnest linen cambrie that can be 
found, and dipping this in warm sweet oil. 
In case of intense pain, a few drops of hot 
laudanum or camphor may be used with 
the oil. When foreign bodies get into the 
ear they should be removed by syringing 
them out with warm water. To attempt 
to remove anything from the ear passage 
by forciag an instrument in is a rash thing 
for any one except an aurist to undertake, 
The best medica! practitioners refuse to 
treat affections of the ear or eye, but send 
tbeir patients to specialists. 


The Making of Scissors. 

Though no complexities are involved in 
the making of scissors, or much skill re- 
quired, yet the process of manufacture is 
very interesting. They are forged from 
good har steel heated to redness, each 
blade -being cut off with sufficient metal to 
form the shank, or that destined to be- 
come the cutting part and bow, or that 
which later on is fashioned into the hold- 
ing portion. For the bow, a small hole is 
punched, and tbis is afterward expanded 
to the required siz+ by hammering it ona 
conical anvil, after which both shank and 
bow are filed into a more perfect shape, 
and the hole bored in the middle for the 
rivet. The blades are next ground and 
the handles made smooth and burnished 
with oil and emery, after which the pairs 
are fitted together and tested as to their 
easy working. They are not yet finished, 
however. They have to undergo harden- 
ing and tempering and be again adjusted, 
after which they are finally put together 
again and polished for the third time, In 
comparing tbe edges of knives and scissors 
it will be noticed, of course, that the latter 
are notin any way so sharply ground as 
the former, and that, in cutting, scissors 
crush and bruise more than knives.— The 
Inventive Age. 


A Queer Volcano. 


ln the extreme eastern edge of Arizona, 
some forty miles south west of the remote 
and interesting Indian pueblo of Zani, New 
Mexico, is a strange natural phenomenon— 
a great, shallow salt lake, at the bottom of 
a bowl-like depression some hundreds of 
feet deep and about three miles across, 
The basin is dazzling white with a crust of 
salt crystals. About in the center rises a 
small black volcanic peak; and if one will 
take the trouble to ford the salt lake—which 
he will find a disagreeable, but not danger- 
ous, task—and climb the peak, he will find 
its crater half filled by a lakelet of pure, 
fresh water!—Charles F. Lummis, fn 
December St. Nicholas, 
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shore to shore across the lake it is about 
7 miles in length, with two drawbridges 
for vessels. It is built of creosoted lum- 
ber, and is substantially constructed, 

Three miles from its terminal we are 
in New Orleans, ‘the crescent city,” so 
called because it is’ built within a great 
bend of the Mississippi river in the form 
of a crescent. 

From the station we took a street car 
“up town.’ This particular car was of 
the ‘bob-tail’ species, old, uncomfort- 
able and uninviting, and drawn by a mule. 
This should not be accepted as the high- 
est form of street transportation in New 
Orleans, for it should be said that the 
city has an admirable electric service. 

As we rolled and bumped along we 
came to the French market en route. 
This is one of the most unique and inter- 
esting sights in the city. It is located on 
the levee near Jackson square, within 
easy distance from the centre of the city. 

All nationalities and colors congregate 
here, and the shouting that greets our 
ears seems to be in about all the lan- 
guages of the world. The French 
market is really a series of markets, five 
in number and known as the meat; the 
bazaar, the fruit, the vegetable and the 
fish markets. Between them are spaces, 
usually occupied by small peddlers. The 
market is open seven days every week, 
the busiest hours being from 8 to 11 Sun- 
day morning. 

Meat, fish, dry goods, boots and shoes, 
tinware, clothing, photographs, plants 
aud notions will be offered the visitor, or 
if you are hungry you can find restaurants 
there. Yet it must be said in truth that 
one would need to be very, very hungry 
to be induced to eat at some of the places 
labelled “* restaurant.” 

Step out on the levee and you will fiad 
entertainment by “selected”? artists; and 
if your wants are in that direction you 
can have your picture taken ‘three for 
twenty-five cents,’’ or have your aching 
tooth pulled by a sidewalk dentist. 

You see life as people live it, here at 
the French market, and not to mingle 
with the crowds and ‘‘do” the market is 
to neglect your opportunity fer the study 
of life in the Crescent city. 

Canal street is the main street of New 
Orleans. It is 200 feet wide, in the centre 
of which are the street car lines of the 
city. It is the converging point for all 
of the lines, and from this you may go to 
any and all parts of the city, 

In the centre of this thoroughfare— 
the hub of New Orleans—stands the 
statue of Henry Clay. It is of heroic 
size, in bronze, and represents the great 
statesmen in the act of making a speech. 
On the pedestal facing the levee side of 
the statue, these words of Clay stand out 
prominently: 


“Tf I could be instrumental in eradicating 
this deepest stain, slavery, from the charac- 
ter of our country, | would not exchange 
the proud satisfaction which 1 should enjoy 
for the honor of all the triumphs ever de- 
creed to the most successful conqueror.” 


Brave words, full of sentiment and pat- 
riotism, Yet they grate harshly to the 
present day upon many of the denizens 
of New Orleans. Gen. Butler had the 
quotation placed upon the pedestal while 
he was here during the war. 

From Canal street one may go to West 
End, 7 miles away, a very attractive 
summer resort, stopping en route at 
Metarie, one of the three most promi- 
nent ‘cities of the dead’? in and about 
New Orleans; the others being St. Roch’s 
Campo Santo cemetery and Chalmette. 

The cemeteries of New Orleans are un- 
like those of other cities in America that 
I have visited. The soil is so low and 
wet that it is necessary to bury above 
ground, You cannot dig thres feet with- 
out striking water. The customary way 
is to bury in brick or marble tombs, the 
latter predominating. Some of these tombs 
cost more than $10,000, while others could 
be constructed for a price as low as $100 
each. Many of them take the forms of 
chapels, with towers, steeples, etc., in 
miniature. The tombs usually consist of 
two vaults, with one below for bones. They 
are well cemented, and prevent exbalations 
from within. Often there bave been a 
bumber of burials in the same vault during 
a series of years. Many times these vaults 
are built in tiers, called ovens. The casket 
or coffin is pushed in the oven, and if there 
has been an interment in that same oven 
before, the remains of the former coffin, 
which is of wood, are broken upand burned 
and the bones deposited in the vault below. 

I would like to speak of many features of 
interest in New Orleans: The old cathedral 
built in 1704; the court house where Gen. 
Jacksop was fined $1000 for contempt of 
court; the custom house, the cotton ex- 
change, the monuments, the eelymosynary 
institutions and many others of interest, 
but space forbids,

Fire at Wollaston. 


The first alarm for a fire in this city for 
nearly two months was rungin from Box 
54 at 10.18 Saturday for a lively blaze 
in the soap and flavoring extract manu- 
factory of Charles F. Bates & Co., situated 
on Standish avenue, Wollaston. 

The fire was discovered by some boys 
who saw flames on the roof near the 
chimney. The boys shouted tothe men 
who were at work on the street floor who 
pulled in the alarm. 

The department from the Central station 
made a quick run, but the fire had such a 
headway before discovered that the rear 
end of the roof was a mass of flames. 

The steamer was located on Old Colony 
ayenue and ina short space of time two 
powerful streams were being thrown onto 
the buildivg, one from the roof of the L of 
the building, and one into the front second 
story window. 

Hose 2 of Wollaston had now arrived and 
they soon had a hydrant stream on to the 
flames from the south side. Thus it will 
be seen that the fire was all surrounded 
and it was not many minutes beforeit was 
under control although the water was kept 
on the building until every particle of fire 
was extinguished. 

The upper part of the building or attic 
was used asa store-room and here there 
Was atmal] quantity of furniture, boxes, 
etc., all of which were more or less dam- 
aged. 

The loss of the building and contents will 
be somewhere in the vicinity of $509 on 
which there isan insurance. 

The cause of the fire is supposed to have 
been a defective chimney, asthe only fire 
in the building was in thefurnace in the 
basement. 

The Atlantic chemical was on hand but

Pastor Called to Wollaston. 


At a meeting of the Wollasten Unitarian 
parish, held on Monday evening, a call 
was unanimously extended to the Rev. 
James E. Bagley of Boston. 


The Rev. Mr. Bagley is a “‘“Green Moun- 
tain boy,’’ having been born in a rural dis- 
trict in the northern part of Vermont, in 
the beautiful old town of Craftsbury in 
1868. At the age of five years he moved 
with his parents to Colebrook, N. H., a 
picturesque village north of the White 
Mountains, 

His early education was received at home 
and later he took a fall course of study at 
the Lancester Academy. After graduating 
from that institution, Mr. Bagley taught 
school for a year and then entered the 


Meadville Theological school, taking a 
course of three years, 


In 1889, Mr. Bagley was settled over All 
Souls Church of Sioux Falls, South Dakota, 
where his wife,—a graduate of the 
Meadville Theological School,—and he 
were ordained together and installed as 
joint pastors,—probably the first instance 
of the kind in the history of the world,— 
a veritable returning to the old custom 
of sending the disciples two by two. 

The following year he accepted a call 
from the First Parish of Haverhill, Mass., 
where he remained until last January 
when he went on av extended European 
tour from which he has but recently re- 
turned, 

The Rev. Mr. Bagley was born and bred 
a Unitarian having preached his first 
sermon when but eighteen years old, 
although he was only a student at the 
time, 

A sketch of Mrs. Bagley’s life can be 
found in a volume recently published, 
called **‘ A Woman of the Century,”’ edited 


by Mrs. Mary A. Livermore and Miss 
Frances Willard. 

Mr. Bagley’s relations with the churches 
over which he has been settled have always 
been pleasant and it is with regret, as well 
as pleasure, that he enters upon his new 
field of labor.

Patrick H. Gavin, one of Quincy’s well 
known business men passed away Wednes- 
day afternoon at his residence on Pleasant 
street, after a brief illness. His death 
was a surprise to many, as it was not 
generally known that he was sick, as he 
had been attending to his business up to 
last week. Sunday his condition was such 
that a physician from Boston was 
summoned and he after an examination 
said the only hope for Mr. Gavin was to 
perform an operation. This was done 
Sunday night and he stood it well, and 
his chances looked brighter, but there was 
a change apd he continued to fail until 
about 330 Wednesday afternoon when he 
breathed his last. 

Mr. Gavin has been a familiar character 
in and about the city for many years. 
Everybody knew him, and none kuew him 
but to like him. He was generous to 
a fault and as one friend expressed it, bis 
heart was too large, and there is hardly a 
business man in the Centre who will be 
more missed thar *‘ Pav’ Gavin, as he was 
familiarly called. 

Mr. Gavin was born in Quincy, in March, 
1846, and has always resided here. His 
business was that of a plumber, and, at 
that he had no superior. When the war 
broke out he was one of the first to rally 
to the defence of the nation’s banner and 
although but J6 years of age he enlisted in 
Co. D 37th Regiment as a private, but was 
promoted to sergeant. He served his 
country faithfully for three years, when he 
received an honorable discharge. 

In social life he Was an honored member 
af Post 88, G. A. R., and secretary of Co, 
D. 39:h Regiment association, which regi- 
ment beld its annual reunion ia this city 
lastmontb. On that occasion none worked 
harder to entertain the visiting comrades 
than did he, He was a!so a member of 
the Knights of Pythias being connected 
with Monatiquot lodge of Braintree and 
was an active member of the Quincy Yacht 
club, usually officiating as a judge at the 
races, 

He leaves a widow and nine children. 

The funeral was held Friday morning 
from St. John's church, high mass being 
celebrated by Rev. Fr. Cuffe, assisted by 
Rev. Fr. Connarton, with special music by 
Mrs. Ewen of Dorchester, who sang a beau- 
tiful solo entitled, ‘‘ Angels ever bright and 
fair."’

Location of Hose House. 


The joint committee on Fire Department 
and Public Buildings held a public hear- 
ing at City Hall Wednesday evening on 
the location of the new hose house in 
Ward Four. 

Councilman Federhen presided and the 
other members of the committee present 
was Councilman Shackley, Drake, Barker, 
Badger, Williams and Brown. 

Mr. Vogel announced to the committee 
that the Foresters had voted that if the 
city wished they would sell their lot for just 
what they paid for it, the city to pay this 
year’s taxes. 

The Foresters lot is located on the 
corner of Willard and Crescent streets and 
the price was $1,400. 

Councilman Donahoe had heard a 
number express themselves against the 
school house lot as there was danger to the 
children at times of a fire, and then again 
the lot was litle enough fur the number 
of scholars. 

Mr. Reardon was against the school 
house lot on account of number of children. 
Thought the Donnelly lot was naturally 
located. It would be only a few years be- 
fore a steamer would be needed and this 
was the best location if the city has got to 
buy land. 

Ex-Councilman James F, Burke, said he 
was a member of the Council at the time 
the Willard lot was purchased and he had 
no recollection of anything being said at 
that time about using the lot for any other 
purpose. The growth of West Quincy is 
toward Robertson's field. This land is to 
be put on the market, and when it is, the 
city will have to pay 25 or 30 cents per foot 
for the land. If youare considering it from 
an economical plan, it would be better 
to take the Doanelly lot. He had talked 
with a number of citizens and they all 
agree that the school-house lot was a dan- 
gerous one, for should a fire occur at recess 
there would be danger, no matter how care- 
ful the driver. The people favored no par- 
ticular lot, but objected to the schoo!-house 
lot. 

Ex-Councilman Powers thought the citi- 
zens of Ward Four were against the school- 
house lot. They have no particular lot but 
would like some ceatral location, If pres- 
sent location was to be changed, it should 
be toward the depot instead of moving it 
nearer the steamer. All of the lots men- 
tioned are good ones with the exception of 
the school-house lot. There is danger any- 
way, and we should not increase it. He 
did not think it economical], as it would 
only bea short time before a new scbool 
would be wanted. Give us water mains 
and plenty of hydrants and we will not 
need a steamer in West Quincy for years. 

Ex-Councilman Fallon had had inter- 
views with several and they favored some 
other site than the school house lot. He, 
however, believed ita good location, one 
of the best to be obtained.

Hatisur Soup. Put two pounds of 
fresh halibut in a soup kettle, with a bunch 
of parsley and one sliced onion. Cover 
with boiling water, and let simmer for 
twenty minutes. Take the fish up, pick it 
free of bone and skin, and mash the flesh 
fine. Put three pints of milk on to boil; 
rub an ounce of butter and two ounces of 
flour together, add to the boiling milk, stir 
until thick, put in the fish with salt and 
pepper, let come to boil and serve. Any 
fresh fish may be used instead of halibut. 


CUCUMBER PICKLES. One gallon of 
sharp vinegar, one or two onions if de- 
sired, one-quarter of a pound of ground 
mustard, one ounce of white ginger, two 
ounces of black pepper corns, one ounce of 
cinnamon bark, one ounce of cloves, one 
ounce of cayenne pepper. Tie the spices 
in a bag or bags, put fresh cucumbers into 
the mixture, and they will soon be ready 
for use. They will be very crisp, and will | 
keep a long time. 


Frencu Pickie. Slice one peck of 
green tomatoes and a dozen small onions. 
Put them in layers in a large bow! and 
sprinkle a little salt over each layer, and 
let them stand over night.

Then add to the 
liquid all the spice, the mustard seed, vine- 
gar, etc. Bottle when cool, or if bottled 
while warm the bottle should be first 
heated in warm water. Cork tightly with 
best corks and keep in a cool place.
